THOMAS J. COMBS IS DEAD. 


Attorney# In Jeffersonville. who have 
given the question consideration with 
a few exceptions, and these say they 
are not positive, are of the opinion that 
any further attempt to build more than 
fifty miles of free gravel roads In 
Charlestown township and a short 
stretch north from Borden In Wood 
township, will be contrary' to law. For 
the Charlestown township roads bonds 
amounting to $62,000 have been Issued 
and are ready for delivery to the pur¬ 
chasers, Wedding A Co., of Indianapo¬ 
lis. after a long litigation. To build th« 
road in Wood township bond# amount¬ 
ing to $10,000 are ready for delivery to 
the Martinsburv Btate Bank, that*cor 
poratlon having purchased the paper. 

The opinions expressed are based on 
a decision rendered by the Supreme 
Court of Indiana on a case taken from 
Hamilton county, where there had been 
an attempt to enjoin the Board of 
County Coxntaaloners from Issuing 
bonds on which to realise $40,000 to 
make gravel road improvements. This 
waj* one of tb«‘ steps token In Clark 
county concerning the Charlestown 
township roads, but there was no con¬ 
tention In Wood township. Judge Jos¬ 
eph H. Shea, to whom the case In Clark 
county had been assigned, denied the 
application tor a peremptory writ of 
mandate to prevent the sale of tho Is¬ 
sue of $62,000 worth of bond# on th* 
ground they hAd not yet been printed 
and there was nothing for him to stop 
On this the bonds were printed and 
are ready for delivery, or practically *<*. 

The Supreme Court of Indiana. It Is 
claimed, stops oil work on gravel roads 
now being built or about to be on the 
ground the law providing for the build¬ 
ing of free gravel roads by township 
taxation Is unconstitutional. The opin¬ 
ion doe# not take up any one part of 
tha amended highway act of 1906. but 
It is held by the court that It Is un¬ 
constitutional as a whole In authorising 
free gravel roads, to b* paid for by tax¬ 
ation levied on all of the properly of 
the township. Instead of assessments 
on the lands benefited by the building 
of the roads Ttys question has caused 
much 111 reeling among the residents oi 
some part« of dark county, as It was 
claimed one locality would get all the 
benefits, while the taxj^ayers of an¬ 
other would pay a portion of the cost a 
without any benefit. 

In Oregon township there wae such 
a feeling that In some Instances b 
holds were divided and relatives be¬ 
came estranged. It woe alleged those 
who lived In the vicinity of Marysville 
would get all the benefits, while the 
taxpayers residing near New Market, 
the older town of the two, would pay a 
good part of the ooets and still be left 
with bud highways. The movement In 
Oregon township went so far that an 
election was held and It was claimed 
the returns were so apparently wrong 
that thpse who opposed the building of 
th^ roads went Into court and openly

as to afford a reasonable’basis for mak¬ 
ing a law* applicable to Improving high¬ 
ways applicable alone to them’ Cer¬ 
tainly such a classification Is not a nat¬ 
ural or reasonable one.

^ * ,e Indicated the way the 
trial should proceed. Mrs. Hite last 
spring was granted a decree of sunura- 
ration from bed and board. Th»» rulings 
were purely technical, although til© Is¬ 
sues of the case are touched on. One 
ivaa In favor of the plaintiff and one 
ror the defendant and both related to 
demurrers of the plaintiff to the answer 
of the defendanrt. Of Intereet Is the 
rouowing memorandum opinion written 
by Judge K!rt>y: 

• r Whl© the statute allows a divorce 
upon the simple ground of living apart 
without cohabitation for five vears. 
nevertheles it is too Shocking to the 
Judicial mind to believe that the Legis¬ 
lature Intended that a court of equity 
should permit a man to take advan¬ 
tage of his own wrong. A court will 
not put such a construction upon a 
statute unless impelled so to do by the 
express declarations of the statute. 

"Even then a, court would hesitate 
to enforce such a law and degrade 
FUelf by allowing its process and ma 
chlnery to be thus used. This seems 
to be the view taken of Give matter by 
the Com*, of Appeals In Stevens against 
Stevens. The court uses this language 
In Che concluding par graph of the opin¬ 
ion : 

*' 'He can mjt. and should not now 
be permitted by his own wrongful acts 
to so distort the facts as to manufac¬ 
ture grounds upon which a court of 
equity would divorce him from his 
wife/ 

"In that case the husband and wife 
had actually lived separate and apart 
for five years, although he deceived 
her as to his intentions. I can make no 
distinction between the wrong of that 
husband and the wrong of any other 
husband Who forces a separation from 
his wife. They are both In the wrong 
and none may take advantage of his 
own wrong. Certainly a court of equity 
will not help him to do so when the 
matter Is distinctly called to the court’s 
attention." J 

Tht first ruling was to the effect 
that th© plaintiff need not have made 
the con test as a counter-claim to the 
suit of his wife and that failure so to 
proceed does not bar bis action now. 
The second was the overruling of the 
demurrer to Mrs. Htte’s answer plead¬ 
ing that the plaintiff could not prop¬ 
erly ask,for the decree on grounds di¬ 
rectly due to his osti fault. 

$30,000 Out of $8,000. 

In an opinion handed down yesterday 
Judge Kirby directs how creditors of 
Che Jefferson County Eleotrb* Company 
shall proceed In their collection of ag¬ 
gregate claims of about $30,000 from 
assets of abotot $8,000. The opinion 
comes In the suit of the Chpwnlng 
Electric Company against the Jefferson 
County Company, which was organized 
as an adjunct to the White City Com¬ 
pany and which supplied that cofWem 
with Its electricity. The Ohowning 
■ rujkany sought to collect something 
over $15,000 and the claims of the 
other creditors were- Joined In the Is¬ 
sue. 

The chief point of Issue In the suR 
and which was decided by Judge Kirby 
is taken to be that tho claim of the 
First National Bank, which asserted a 
mortgage of $15,000 is not a prior lien. 
His opinion Indicates, as It is read by 
attorneys Interested, that the bank took 
the mortgage with rnnlc© that other 
creditors had prior liens and therefore 
cannot have the rlrst claim. The orig¬ 
inal claims amounted to more than 
$30,000, but as they have been narrowed 
down the figure Is approximately $30.- 
000 . 

As the opinion is read the UnHed 
States Trust Company, for purely trust 
expenses, amounting to something un¬ 
der $1,000. has tho first Hen; the F. A. 
Clegg Company, with an original 
claim of $4,500. has tin* second lien; 
the Rldrway Dynamo 4nd Engine Com¬ 
pany, with an original claim of $2,060. 
romts third; the Chowntng Electric 
Company, with Its original claim of 
$15,498.15, comes fourth; th^ First Na- 
tlimal Bank, with its $14,000 claim, 
fifth, and Charles Doherty, to whom 
claims of 35,500 had been assigned. Is' 
sixth. The second and third claimant 
had mechanic’s liens. The asset of the 
J**ffer»on County Electric Company are 
represented by about $8,000 which has 
been paid into court. # 

Plaintiff Plumber Win* Suit. 

Verdict tn favor of M. C Vandiver 
and against Peter Lc© Atherton and tho 
Atherton Realty Company for $4,698.33 
was given yesterday afternoon by a 
Jury in Judge Gordon's court, after the 
case had been on trial fur several days. 
The evidence was completed on Friday 
and arguments ho«rd yesterday. The 
plaintiff sued for balance on his bill 
while the defendants entered a counter¬ 
claim for more money than the plain¬ 
tiff asked. As a party to the suit was 
Fair Dodd, trustee In bankrutcy of the 
plaintiff. 

According to the papers In the suit 
tho original contract price was $10,800, 
This was increased, the plaintiff said, 
by extra work and verbal orders for 
changes in the specifications until the 
total bill was $16,469.01. Of this, said 
the plaintiffs. $10,770.69 was paid, leav¬ 
ing a balance due and unpaid of 
$3,698.32. In tne counter-claim the de¬ 
fendants said that the extra work and 
changed specifications made the bill 
amount to $16,727.2?. The defendants 
said they paid $17,144-34 to the plain¬ 
tiffs, which was $417:07’tnqYe than was 
coming to them. Further, it was as¬ 
serted, the defendants had to pay an 
Additional $5,398 23 to take care of liens 
against the building, which grew out of 
charges of material men against the 
plumber This gave defendants a claim 
of $5*15.30 against the plaintiff’s claim 
of $5,698 32. _

FISH AND DRY WEATHER 


(Washington Herald.) 

“Whon brooks, streams and ponds be¬ 
come dry. most fishes die.*’ said Francis 
B. Brennan, of Philadelphia, who Is at 
the National. 

••Him© kinds, however, like eels and 
catfish, are able to survive for a con¬ 
siderable time by burrowing Into the wet 
or moist bottom, which may b« quite dry 
at the surface. ThU Is particularly truo 
of some tropical fishes found In regions 
subject to drouth, where it Is a matter 
of common observation that a pond de¬ 
pression that has been baked by the sun’s 
rays for days or weeks will. Immediately 
after* a heavy rainfall, afford good fish- 
Uiff. 

“The ability of certain tropical fishes 
to endure drouth and to remain out of 
the water for a long time in the markets 
depends on the possession of an acces¬ 
sory gill on the under side of oach gill 
cover, by means of which oxygen may 
be taken directly from the atmosphere. 
Failure to notice dead fish after tho dry¬ 
ing out of brooks or ponds simply moan* 
that birds and four-footed beasts—often 
night prowlers—have been there first. 

••One of the most Important line* of 
work carried on by the fisheries branch 
of the Government Is the rescue of food 
and game flshe*» from the overflowed 
lands In the Mississippi Valley. After the 
floods subside, shallow pools are left that 
are wholly disconnected with the streams, 
and In these the fishes gradually perish 
as the drying of the pools progresses. 
By sending men to seln© these pools, tho 
Government each year saves and returns 
to public waters hundreds of thousands 
of valu able fishes ”_ _

The following Is taken from a critique 
In Musical America of the American de¬ 
but of Peplto Arriola at Carnegie Hall, 
New York, on Friday, November 12. All 
the members mentolned were Included 
In the programme given by the Spanish 
prodigy at the Masonic Theater last 
Friday. A compralson of impressions 
may prove Interesting; 

A genuine, heaven-sent infant prod¬ 
igy usually inspires two thing*— won¬ 
der at such an extraordinary and ab¬ 
normal power on th© on© hand, and 
an observance of th© gap which sep¬ 
arates such a prodigy' from the nor¬ 
mally late-maturing artist on thl* other. 
Knowing what one knows of the ef¬ 
fect* of compensation tn nature, one 
cannot but feel that such prodigiously 
abnormal powers In one direction must 
necessarily go hand In hand wllh an 
equally prodigious lack In other ways. 
This gives one almost on uncanny 
feeling In watching the performance of 
*uch a child as Peplto Arriola. 

H© struck Into th© Beethoven sonata 
with the assurance of a master. H© 
played wholly without mannerisms, and 
made not the slightest attempt to be 
showy, which* speaks well for his train¬ 
ing. The faere phenomena of his digital 
assurance and his confidence of mein-* 
ory wer© In themselves a sufficient 
source of surprise. But It afforded 
greater surprise to see him attack th© 
Interpret*!-!'** aspects of the sonata. It 
was all on a miniature scale, to be 
sure, for there Is a limit to the physical 
and emotional strength of an Infant, 
even an Infant prodigy, but shading, 
contrasts, delicacy of nuance, fir* In 
the passionate outbursts, all were 
there. The latter portion of the so¬ 
nata he appeared to take unneseoiarlly 
slowly, which created something of an 
impression that he might not be able 
to take It up to time; but where It 
strikes Into the rapid tempo toward the 
close even Mr Krchblel. who had re¬ 
laxed Into a tolerant and patient at¬ 
titude. '<4 up at onec In his chair, 
leaned forward—and took notice. But 
Master Arriola was not at his best In 
the- Beethoven. Remarkable as his 
quietness and reserve was In the slow 
movement, It Is not surprising that he 
did not penetrate it and bring eut Its 
irfner substance. He had several re¬ 
calls nevertheless. 

The quality of Arriola's musical na¬ 
ture and sentiment came out much 
more strongly In his playing of the 
Chopin gToup. It U seldom that one 
ever hears from a mature artist a 
more perfect rendering of the Prelude 
In C. which makes so considerable a 
demand upon the left hand. Style (s 
something which In Its perfection Is 
only to be gained by much experience, 
yet In this prelude, as well a* In many 
other features of the pn^gramme, thla 
child manifested genuine style, taking 
each phrase with a consciousness 
uf power In expressing It as It should 
be expressed such as one observes in 
the mature artlsL 

One of the surprises of the programme 


was his playing of the brilliant A Flat 
Polonaise • This he took right up to 
time with a style and & bravura that 
carried the entire audience with It. The 
trying passage for the left hand he took 
with an evident ease that was positive¬ 
ly astonishing. 

To the storm of applause with which 
the audience responded to this work, 
and after several recalls, he gave as an 
encore a very finished performance of 
the little A Major Prelude. The Tocca¬ 
ta by his master. Jonas, was a phenom¬ 
enal example of virtuosity In minia¬ 
ture. 

There can be no doubt as to Arrlola*s 
genius. He did things which would have 
been entirely Impossible without it. And 
this genius greatly transcends mere me¬ 
chanical ability. One watched closely 
and tried to detect If he were not a mere 
phenomenal machine, reproducing—par- 
rot-Uke—what he had heard. But no 
such hypothesis could possibly account 
for the delicacy of sentiment with which 
he Invested certain passages of the noc¬ 
turnes, the fire which he put Into the 
polonaise, the eloquence with which he 
spoke of the questioning phrases of 
••Warum” or the compelling atmosphere 
in his performance of the Liszt “Llebe- 
Btraum.” Again and again his phrasing 
and dynamic nuances showed unmis¬ 
takably the Impulse and guiding of au¬ 
thentic feeling. 

It la Impossible to take away from 
such a recital thot which one carries 
away from a performance by an artist 
who has matured through the, experi¬ 
ences of life; but it Is equally certain 
that one did not come away from the 
recital with the feeling of having seen a 
child go through Its well-learned lesson. 
The only explanation da that the child 
has genius. 

He has been well trained In stage de¬ 
portment, and appears entirely simple 
and natural, which qualities It Is to be 
hoped he will retam. if such a thing 
be possible under suen circumstances. 

November 28. the 
first of the series of musical services to 
be given by the choir of St Mark's Epis¬ 
copal church will be sung sung 

At this service selections from the 
Stabat Mater will be heard. Those who 
heard this choir In oratorio last winter 
will be glad to learn that the musical 
services are to be resumed, beginning 
with the 28th.

In the Criminal Court yesterday 
morning vindication was prompt and 
thorough for Maj. WlUlam A. Colston. 
James Klnnarney and Samuel C. Owens.

In the cases agulnst Mr. Klnnaxney 
and Mr. Owens the court proceedings 
w'ere a little more elaborate. They were 
dismissed by W. Allen Kinney, sitting 
as special Judge In the absence of Judge 
Joseph Pryor, and to whom the appealed 
cases were submitted on agreed fact* 
The two were proven to be regularly 
constituted deputy constables, and as 
such empowered by the law to go 
armed. 

Lorraine Mix, Assistant Common¬ 
wealth's Attorney, said that the case 
was a matter only of law and facta and 
he consented to submit It so to the 
courti Clem W, Huggins, who appeared 
as attorney for the defendants, said he 
would admit that each had h weapon 
concealed when arrested. Mr Mix 
asked for the records and Sam Richard- 
•on. Deputy Sheriff, went for book No. 
70 of the County Court records and 
found that on November 14. 1907. Judge 
Peter, In his official capacity for the first 
time, administered the oath, having ap¬ 
proved their appointment as deputy 
constables by Robert T. Bartholomew, 
of the Fifth Magisterial district. 

Here the attorney* looked up the* law 
on the case to submit It to the court 
Except for Mr. Mix no one appeared to 
prosecute. Ben Washer, formerly ■ 
newspaper man, recently having taken 
up the practice of the law prosecuted 
them in Police Court. There, although 
the same records as were offered In the 
Criminal Court yesterday were submit¬ 
ted. the sentence was passed. Further, 
also. Detective Slater and Patrolman 
Johnson, who appeared against Mr. Kln- 
narney and Mr. Owens, although they 
have since resigned, were not present 
In the Criminal Court yesterday.

The Law On the Question. 


Following the reading of the r*c%d 
of the appointment of the defendants as 
constables, Mr. Huggins read to the 
court Section 1313 of the Kentucky Stat¬ 
utes. which provides that constables 
may carry concealed weapons, and Sec 
tlon 425, which provides that deputies 
may be named by the constable on the 
approval of the County Judge and that 
they shall hgve the same powers as the 
constable himself, and the constable's 
bondsman be liable for any misdeeds of 
the deputies. 

"The Commonwealth has nothing to 
contend for.** said Mr. Mix in response 
to an Interrogotury of the court 
have looked up the law carefully and 
am unable ip »e* anything else than 
that the defendants are clearly given 
the right to carry weapons." 

"We submit the case." said Mr. Hug 
gins. 

Neither side offered any motion* and 
the court then ruled: 

"According to the facts admitted, 
these men were properly appointed and 
regularly qualified deputy constables, 
and the order of appointment has not 
been set aside The law Is clear on the 
subject and these defendants cannot be 
punished tor doing what the law says 
they may do. Let the case be dls 
missed " 

Friends of the two had confidently 
expected such a decision, being familiar 
with the facts, and Mr Klnnarney and 
Mr. Owens were subjects of congratula¬ 
tion when the decision of the court was

(To tho Editor of ths Courier-Journal.)

Judgment Shown by Man 
Behind the Dynamite. 


HOW HOLES ARE DRILLED FOR 
THE CARTRIDGE 


BLASTS TIMED SO AS TO BE 
MORE EFFECTIVE. 


DANGER IN THE MISS SHOTS. 


In starling a shaft or tunnel the miner 
eon use- a pick for a few day* to loosen 
the rocks and a shovel for moving them 
out of the way, but as soon as solid 
atone If reached he Is obliged to use a 
drill and to blast with dynamite, or. as 
miners call if, glam powder. 

Black powder w’orks more slowly and 
acts somewhat like a lever in penetrating 
Into each crevice and prying on the rock 
like a wedge, while giant powder has the 
effect of a quick blow from a heavy ham- 
mcr. t 

The hole# for the powder are bored with 
a bar of steel from one to live feet long, 
of octagonal section, so as to give a bel¬ 
ter grip for the band than if it were 
round. Tber* dulls are usually seven- 
eighths of an Inch In diameter. Tne 
ahan> end, called a bn. Is a cutter with 
a sharp edge and two angular corners. 

In drilling a man holds (he drill In one 
hand and turns It ’round and 'round, while 
at each turn he gives a blow on tne head 
with a hammer, which he holds In his 
Ollier hand. 

With each blow a small, triangular 
piece of the rock Is cut off as u piece 
would be cut from n cake. Then the mm- 
er turns the drill and cuts the neat slice. 

The slice of rock falls into powder, and 
water Is poured In holes drilled down¬ 
ward so as to form mud and to prevent 
the holes from becoming clogged. The 
zntner takes the mud oil from time to 
time with a long and narrow spoon. In 
the holes driven upward the rook powder 
falls every time th« miner turns the 
drill. 

The bit wears out and becomes rounded 
more or less quickly, according to the 
hardness of the ground, uh an average, 
according to an article In the Engineer¬ 
ing Digest, the drills tire sharpened each 
day . A drill is used in three to five holes. 
• • • 

Many Drills Used. 


The miner starts with a drill one foot 
long, drills In some three or four Inrhrs, 
then takes a drill three Inches longer and 
xeep* taking new* drills ouch time three 
fnchsc longer after he has bored * similar 
distance with the preceding drill, lla 
ends with a drill six to nine Inches longe r 
limn the depth of the hole. 

The holes are drilled at an angle with 
the face to b© blasted The more slanting 
the hole Is the lea* Work the powder will 
have to do. A good miner will get the 
riant which will bring the bottom of the 
hole to the place where the powder will 
do Its maximum work 
The holes are drilled from eighteen 
Inches to three feet deep in ordinary 
work Th© hammer commonly used 
weighs four pounds The miners call ll a 
tingle jack to distinguished It from the 
double Jack, a hammer weighing eight 
pounds with ft long handle. The double 
jack la used In team work, when one nian 
strikes and the other turns the drill. 

When the miner has completed the holes 
is ready to blast. The powder used is 
•old In boxes which contnln n certain 
number of sticks of powder of the shape 
etui site of on ordinary candle, with both 
ends flat. There are usually thirty stick* 
In a ten-pound box. and as dynamite 
freeze* at to degree* temperature the 
gtlcks are more or fees stiff. 

The powder Is contained In strong, yel¬ 
low paper, and the miner cuts It with his 
knife to give the stick a better chance to 
pack. The stick of powder is pushed Into 
she hole and packed carefully with n long 
wooden stick. The powder Is Introduced 
cut In several pieces, the cap and the 
fuse going in with the lust piece. The 
fuse Is cord of gutts percha containing 
In Its center a column of flue gunpowder.

Count Explosions. 


The miner counts the exploalons to 
make sure that all the holes have ex¬ 
ploded. He knows then that he can safe¬ 
ly pick the ground, that he can pry and 
tear down without danger all the pieces 
of rock which have been shaken by the 
explo sion*. but which are yet partially 
heftTby the solid rock.

In such wholesale firing the explosions 
achieve a good result on account of their 
mar* by the magnitude of the forces 
developed, but the miners nave no good 
mean* to be sure that all the holes nave 
exploded. 

Many accident* are due to m!#s shots 
or shots which have not gone off. Theso 
are the result of numerous causes, but 
uKuallv happen becsusS the fuse burned 
out before reaching the cap. If tho 
miner i* not aware that a hole has not 
exploded he will pick the loose rock or 
drill again near It. and he may hammer 
on the dynamite and cause an explosion. 
In nearly every case he will be killed or 
■crippled for life. 

When he knows that a hole has not ex¬ 
ploded the miner goes hack, after a long 
enough time has elapsed, to be sure that 
there Is no more danger of an explosion . 1 
He will put a nbw fuse and add a fre*h 
stick of dynamite and Are again. In 
nearly all cases the shot goe* off the sec« 
ond time. 

• • • 

Tamping Unnecessary. 

When they are loading their holes, 
that is to say when they charge them 
with dynamite, some miners deem It ad¬ 
visable to tamp them with a large 
amount of paper or of rags or of tooss 
dirt, eo ns to fill the hole nearly to it* 

1 collar. That is quite unnecessary. The 
dynamite Is transformed into gases so 
quickly that no gas haa time to escape 
by the mouth of the drill hole before the 
result of the explosion ha* taken place 
and the rock Is already broken. 

In the event of a mis* shot It Is very 
much easier and much less dangerou* 
to slide in u new fuse with a small pack¬ 
age of powder when the hole has nothing 
In It than to dlk out first a large amount 
of paper, of rags or of dirt. 

The rock may break well or badly 
when. H Is blasuv). That point Is more 
Important for getting good results and 
pushing the work rapidly than Is the 
factlity with which the holes are drilled. 
A miner will get better results in harder 
rock which break* well then In a softer 
rock which does not break well.

POLICE COLLECT RETURNS FROM 
THE PRECINCTS. 


’PHONED TO HEADQUARTERS. 


Only live *>f the States cast as many 
vote* In a presidential election as tne etty 
of New York plied up when it voted for 
Mayor at the last election. These States 
are Illinois. Missouri. Iowa. Ohio and 
Pennsylvania. In a majority of the others 
the vote ts not equal to that of either 
of the two largest boroughs of the great, 
er city, says the New York Sun 
Roughly speaking, the total vote for 
Mayor was 69f»,CO). While that Is the num¬ 
ber of valid ballot* which had to be 
handled on election day. It doesn’t convey 
a true Idea of the gigantic task confront¬ 
ing the election officers and the police 
tn counting and tabulating the vote and 
giving the result to the public practic¬ 
ally complete so that they might nave It 
at their breakfast table* In the morning 
and know who was elected before they 
went to bed on election night 
There wmv In all fourteen different of¬ 
fices filled at the election For every* office 
the buHots have to lie gone over tn the 
process of counting the vote. In a way 
it Is the same as If about 8.250.000 votes

That, using rough Agun** 
again, is about the total of their voles 
for all candidates, and the number-of 
votes that had to be counted, tabula^«Hi 
and then annnounced to the citizens of 
the metropolis linpntient to hear the re¬ 
sults of the canavns. 

Tackling this tremendous Job were 6 ..L 6 
election officials, not including the num¬ 
ber employed at the central offices of the 
Board of Elections and half of the police 
force of 10.000 men. In order that the re¬ 
sults »iwill get to the public In proper 
shape the newspapers employ a nninll 
army In Addition to these forces. 

Generally speaking the vote Is counted 
between the hour or 5 p. m. and midnight, 
but the bulk of It. In fact, long before 
that hour. Of course, figuring by percent¬ 
age, the result Is generally known a few 
hours after the polls close. 

• • • 

Work of Police. 


Were it not for the fact that the police 
collect the returns at the polling places 
New Yortc would have to wait for It* 
election figures until the next day. The 
police collect the return* and they also 
tabulate them, but their tabulation of 
the vote not only la too slow for the news¬ 
papers. but does not show the vote by 
assembly districts. Hence the news¬ 
papers get the figures from the police 
at the station houses and do their own 
tabulating. The official tabulation la 
made, of course, by the election officials 
In the polling places, and this goes to 
the Board of Elections when completed. 
This also l* too late for the paper*. 

When the polls close at 5 o’clock on 
election day a vast counting machine 
starts In motion, and only thoae who have 
watched Its working* can realize the size 
of the task before tL In every one of the 
1.679 polling places whon the count be- 
gtns there are two or more policemen. 
Waiting In the p<dJce station# are the 
commanders of the precinct* and at least 
four policemen detailed that night for 
clerical work in tabulating the returns. 

The distribution of tho returns from 
tin? 1.679 election districts of Greater 
New York among the nine-three |ollce 
precincts of the city Is done b> the 
Board of Elections a month or more be¬ 
fore election The .entire city haa to be 
charted so that on election day and also 
on the registration days each precinct 
knows which returns it should receive.

Done In Few Horn's. 


The Sun collects Its own figures at the 
different police stations The figures for 
the other newspapers are collected by the 
New York City New* Association. These 
figures have to be telegraphed from the 
precincts to a central point fbr tabulation 
and there arranged In tables by Assembly 
district* a» they appear In the Sun About 
8 .000.WO vote* have to be thus handled, 
and this is done generally between the 
hours of 7 p. m. and 2 a. in. 

Some of tho districts from which this 
vote must be obtained are a* rural as 
almost any to be found In this State. 
Nevertheless the police arm reaches out 
for them Just the same a* it does for the 
districts along tho Bowery, and they go 
Into tho same great hopper to come out 
on the next morning’* breakfast tables 
arranged in their proper place for each 
candidate and district. 

It would be difficult to conceive of a 
much larger Job of the kind than this 
of finding out In a few’ hours Ju*t exactly 
how this city of over (W.uw voter* has 
gone, or of any that is done more expe¬ 
dition*!)' considering the area covered, 
reaching as It doe* from tho end of 8taten 
Island down opposite Perth Amboy to 
Yonkers and beyond Jamaica and from 
the Hudson to where the ocean roll* along 
the shorts of Ftockaway.

As fast sl# the vote for an office l* 
counted by the election officials tt Is put 
down on a slip by one of the poltceinen 
detailed at the polling place and he takes 
It at once to his station house.

Who send It to their of¬ 
fices. At the same time the clerical po¬ 
licemen enter It on sheets under the 
proper names. 

The vote for Mayor was necessarily 
the first vote counted at the last election, 
because that came first on the ballot. 
Following that the ballot* were alt gone 
over again, the votes for the different 
candidates for Controller were entered 
on the tally sheets st the polling place,

sheets. Aonlher policeman at the same 
lime telephones! the figure* to police 
headquarters to be announced there 
and bunched for each candidate. 

On election night this went on until the 
vote* for Assemblyman, the last on the 
ballot had all been counted In gather¬ 
ing the figure* of the vote the police do 
not pay any attention to the political I 
divisions of the city, such as Assembly 
districts, but simply lump the figure* a* 
they come In. hence the necessity of the 
newspapers getting the figure* a* quickly 
a* they are brought to the station houses 
and tabulating them themselves, first by

INCIDENTS CONNECTED WITH SURVEY OF THE 
OHIO RIVER LOOKING TO A NINE-FOOT STAGE 


Member of Party Details Daily Routine From the Time 
of Leaving Louisville. 


(Communicated.) 

\Vlthln the memory of our fathers, 
the Ohio, as w »a the case of the other 
great waterways of our country. was 
the bearer of a la.rg«* domestic com¬ 
merce. Packet* In thoee days made 
their trip* with a frequency compar¬ 
able to that of express trains to-day. 
It was no unusual thing to »ee a dosea 
packets loading or unloading the same 
day at the wharves of the busy river 
p^rt*. Tbdt such should have been the 
ca*e Is quite natural, for the Ohio was 


details, la furnished by a survey of the 
river. 

The survey or examination of the 
Ohio with u view to obtaining a chan¬ 
nel depth of nine f*K from Pittsburg 
to Cairo. Is. then, the all-important 
preliminary to the location of locks 
and dams which will secure this stnge 
the year round. The nine-foot project 
will require from fifty to sixty dams* of 
which Nos. 1 to 6, inclusive, are already 
built, and No. 37. which will he one of 
the longest dams In t«h© world. Is now 


and living quarters. Quarter boats 
Nos. l and 2 were capable of accom¬ 
modating fifty men each. 

In June. 190$, two complete parties 
were organized on board the quarter 
boats In the locks of the Louisville and 
Portland canal. The two parties wen? 
rather mixed, being composed of col¬ 
lege graduates, farmers. Kentucky 
River log drivers. Spanish War and 
Philippine soldiers, bargemen and 
roustabouts. most of whom, however, 
had bren on the survey before. 

Party No. 1. of which the waiter wi\* 
a member, l-cgan work in the field on 
June 28. 1306. near Owensboro, where 
work was discontinued the previous 
fall, and party No.* 2 began on the 
same date a little below BhAwnectown.

Atlantic roost and the interior. Cut¬ 
throat railway competition, shifting 
of channel*, growth of bars, cost of 
wharves suitable for different levels 
of water, and the Interference of levees 
and railroad bridges have since worked 
destruction to the river traffic; the con¬ 
fessed Inability of the nUlroad com¬ 
panies to supply sufficient cars to move 
all the freight has made the canaliza¬ 
tion of our waterway*, especially th* 
Ohio and the Mississippi. Imperative. 

To the ordinary man the river is 
nothing more than a body of water in 
which a skiff will flout, but to the en¬ 
gineer or experienced riverman It Is a 
self-propelling body, building sandbars, 
cutting hanks, flooding town* after con¬ 
tinued ruins, and running low in times 
of drouth, and Always requiring con¬ 
trol. 

To control the river and direct nav¬ 
igation. the engineer must haw an ac¬ 
curate knowledge of the course of the 
river, the locution of Inland* and sand¬ 
bars. the varying depths of the river. 
And the situation of the channel, and 
the slope of the surface of the water, 


natl. The total cost of constructing 
tht-se locks und dams Is estimated by 
the army engineers at something over 
sixty mill Iona of dollars. 

While Important as a preliminary to 
such project, it la of still more Interest 
of Itself, being one of the moat exten¬ 
sive and Important hydrographic sur¬ 
veys ever made. U was begun about 
fifteen years ago at Pittsburg, and In 
spite of meager appropriations carried 
as far as Louisville. Her© It was again 
taken up In the summer of 1906. and 
during this and the next summer was 
completed, having extended over a dis¬ 
tance- of 968 mile*. 

B. F. Crecellus. United States Assist¬ 
ant Engineer, was In charge of the sur¬ 
vey below Louisville, and deserves 
praise for the vim. spirit and thorough¬ 
ness which characterised the work from 
Louisville to Cairo. 

The flouting equipment of the sur¬ 
veying parties below Louisville con¬ 
sisted of two largo quarter boa/ts. two 
tenders and the necoasary number of 
small boats. A quarter hat is a large 
flap bottomed boat without motive

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villa to Cairo would Indeed be Incom¬ 
plete without some account of the 
amusement with which used to 
break the monotony of river life After 
supper we used to go In swimming, 
using the top of the quarter boats to 
dive from, or aomotlm**, someone hav¬ 
ing located a bee-tree during the day's 
work, a party would go that night to 
cu* down the tree. Several times dur¬ 
ing the summer we got three or four 
water buckets of honey. This wav 
quite a treat, for we rarely had ajiv 
sweets. Other nights some of us would 
take a couple of skiffs and go up a 
neighboring ert-ek to catch a mess of 
frogs for breakfast. Thu was done bv 
paddling quietly up the stream and 
suddenly Hashing the lantern In the 
frog's eyes, which, being thus blinded, 
is easily grasped and slapped into the 
coffee sack Of course, If we wore near 
a river port, we wont "up town" every 
night. •

Joseph O. Cannon's Monologues. 

As a vaudeville feature of American 
politics Joseph O. Cannon, of Illinois, 
upon the raging stump, Is highly satin- 
fsctnry In a speech at Chicago. Mr 
Cannon declared that “what Champ 
Clark docs not know about ad valorem 
duties, schedules and parliamentary 
law would fill g book.** He also said that 
there were •Vartand# of information 
placed before Congress during the last 
extra session, bearing upon the legis¬ 
lation In hand, but thot tanfnrmntlon 
cannot be put in a man’s skull without 
Industry on his part." 

Never. In the history of protection¬ 
ism. has any one man known All'about 
all of the schedules Special knowledge 
of the various schedules Is found chief¬ 
ly among the berro Acts t ies Neither 
Mr, Cannon nor Mr. Aldrich could draft 
such a measure as the Payne law with¬ 
out aid from the corporations dealing 
Jn the commodities affected Mr Can 
non Is doubtless as unfamiliar with the 
sr*ual workings of many schedules as 
he is with the laws governing the hefty 
tiily bodies, The history of high tariff 
systems is that there is developed a 
tangled maa* of legislation representing 
the enterprise of grafters combined 
with the acnuleacen^ of legislator* fg_ 
noranc# of the legislation they enact is 
cnmprfhenalve ns to details, hut the 
lawmakers find it a simple matter to 
adopt suggestion* of thrf expert* repre¬ 
senting industries that seek Immunity 
from competition and a guarantee of the 
privilege* of establishing nrtiflrim 
prices Carloads of Information are nf 
very little value where motor carloads 
of lobbyists write th# laws. It Is un¬ 
necessary for such Information to be di¬ 
gested by the Senate Committee on Fi¬ 
nance or-the Houie Ways and Means 
Committee, and It la quite useless for 
It to he assimilated by “Insurgents.** 

A simple revenue tariff is not difficult 
to understand, but whenever the sys¬ 


tem of separating the “uhlinatw con¬ 
sumer" from hi* C;ish for the benefit 
of the privileged class is established tn© 
legal machinery become* toO compli¬ 
cated to be understood as a whole by 
legislators. 

It i* not necessary to master carload* 
of Information as to the detail* of the 
tariff system to know that theft Is Im¬ 
moral, and that the law** “guaranteeing 
g reasonable profit," paid by consumer# 
who have no guarantee of reasonable 
prices, la theft. 

Mr Cannon's monokgues always con¬ 
tribute to the gayety of hi# audiences 
and of newspaper readers. hut he rare¬ 
ly says anything that could impress any 
body of persons mors given to serious 
thought than th* average vaudeville 
audience 


Lord Motley's Reform 8cheme. 

It is announced from Simla that the 
so-called '‘Lord Morley Reform 
Schime" takes effect thl* month. This 
in a plan fbr the reform of the British 
administration in India, outlined by 
Lord Morley, Secretary of State for In¬ 
dia, in the House of Lords last Decem¬ 
ber. and designed io give India a dort 
of embryonic constitutional govern¬ 
ment. The share of the native* In the 
Indian Oovemment has been a smalt 
one up to the present time, even upon 
paper, and smaller In fact. 

The Morley Ref rum ftnheme repre¬ 
sent* to the Indian agitator, who is, 
for tH# most part, the Bengali “Bahu." 
educated ut native college* or English 
unversltlfti, it concession made to the 
Indian* by the British through fear. 
From the British viewpoint It Is the 
granting of justice without regard to 
tha Indian agitation. and represents the 
Dioral courage of a government which 
Is not afraid to grant reform* in the 
Uc« of conditions which may <rau#e 
the concessions to be construed by 
rookie** agitator* and terrorists a a a 
yielding of ground before threatening 
traitors and .*u»s«Milna. In other col¬ 
umns the Courier-Journal publishes to¬ 
day a timely and interesting article de¬ 
pleting conditions In the chief center 
of agitation and anarchy. 

The si Hint top is an interesting one. 
Linder the new programme nil religions 
may elect representative* to the Vice¬ 
roy** Council and the Provincial 
Council*, btrt. he cause of the nn- 
nrehtstlc outbreaks, a sofogaard la pro¬ 
vided In a clause which grant* the Im¬ 
perial and provisional governments au¬ 
thority to declare Ineligible p**r*ona 
whose pitnictp.'Hibn in deliberations is 
considered contrary' to public Interest. 
This vrHJe margin of discretionary pow¬ 
er In the formation of the council* will 
IUredly he a n**g upon which agitat¬ 
ors can hbns the arguments that the 
reform la chimerical. Inasmuch »s the 
anarohteu have nn been mollified by 
the newii of the Inauguration of th# re¬ 
form, Which has been current In India 
for a year, the outlook I* that when tho 
{lew form of government begins Its op¬ 
eration* anarchy will continue. 

The Onvemment machinery will bo 
increased in dimension* under the now 
programme. The Viceroy's Council 
will number 370 member*. Instead of 
It*, ns formerly. Of the#e 155 will be 
elected by native*, a* againrt thirty- 
nine elected under the passing form of 
government. The function* of the 
(Turned will he enlarged to allow* it to 
take sn active p«i*t tn the makings of 
the budget and in all legislation. 

The npw Indian council* will meet Ih 
January. Doubtless there wHl he put 
forward for election n number of the 
alleged leaders of sedition, whom the 
machinery of the Inw has been power¬ 
less to convict, and mme of whom were 
deported and thed allowed to return 
because of the ill-effect that resulted, 
both In India and In England, against 
the deportation without trial. These 
will, of course, be excluded under the 
clause relating to p*r*on* whoae parti¬ 
cipation would be contrary to public 
interest. The probability is that tha 
new councils will begin their Kitting* 
with the puMio mind considerably in¬ 
flamed In tha chief center* of antl- 
Hrftlsh agitation. Firework* may he 
expeettd when the native voice Is lifted 
up tn the council* against the nyertaxa- 
tion of the Indians to defray the ex¬ 
penses of a military force, employed, n* 
the .natives contend, to maintain the 
strategic M *c1entlflc frohtUr** rather 
than to maintain peace In the pentn- 
mila. 

Kier Hardy has described the Govern¬ 
ment of India a* “a military' despotism 
tempered by a rlvll bureaucracy.'* In 
mo.it countries, he declares, "something 
nf a gulf separate* the Government 
from the governed; but In India the 
gulf become an unbrldged chasm “ If 
the figure of speech is not portleularly 
a good one. It at least shows the atti¬ 
tude of the British LnbrfV Party. In¬ 
dian politicians nre even more violently 
opposed to the British Raj, and the 
form of government he grant* to mil 
lion* of brown subjects The Indian 
budget I* discussed In Parliament one 
day In ene.h session. The British pro¬ 
testor against the “military despotism 
tempered by a civil bureaucracy" will 
have his fling along with the Indian 
politician and lend encouragement to 
nstiv* ngHatlon. 

No matter whether or not the under¬ 
lying cause nf the extreme pov¬ 
erty In India is mnladmlutstrnMon by 
an alien race, the conditions In that 
country, its cornered with almost any 
country In the Rost or th* West, are 
such as to be peculiarly ndapted n* the 
needs of thfl agttntof who would con¬ 
vince his audience that. Injustice is the 
explanation. 

it l* estimated that twenty-six shill-j 

Inga a year la the average Income of 
the Indian peasants, and they consti¬ 
tute K5 per cent of the enormous pop. 
uiatlon The figures seem almost In¬ 
credible In America, and the piveriy 
endured In India I* exceptional in 
A*U. as well a* unknown In Europe. 
One meal a day Is declared to be the 
rule with the Indian “ryot," and that 


a *pare meal rather than a *'t*iuarn“ 
one Yot the land revenue has In¬ 
creased from 329.00o.000 rupees to 304,- 
500,000 rupee* within the last twenty 
years. 

“Militarism" In India mean* the ex¬ 
penditure of shout $100,000,000 a year 
in maintaining aii army to guard a 
northern frontier snd overawe southern 
uncart. Even if It be true, as U con¬ 
tended by pro-British publicists, that 
India wo* curbed with poverty greater 
under native rule snd overrun by des¬ 
potism; even It be true that the un¬ 
rest manifest* Itself not among the 
4 *rynt* t “ w*ho arc overtaxed and half 
starved* but among the “babiu»," flvhd 
Vre overeducated and half-Westernised, 
this doc* not affect the fact that the 
skilled agitator has at band excellent 
material for pilntm^grlm pictures of 
oppression. ™ 

At the bottom of the Indian “unrest” 
lie* the “color lifts,“ and the anti-Euro¬ 
pean sentiment which resents the pro¬ 
prietorship of a numerically weak 
white nation over a numerically strong 
Asiatic people. Despite the fact thnJ 
Indian prlnrra visiting Europe are the 
objects of social Attention* the line is 
almost a* sharply drawn by Anglo-In¬ 
dian* ns It Is between AmeflO'ins and 
Afro-Americans A distinguished Eng¬ 
lish traveler In British India tatd re¬ 
cently. “I could 111! a volume with osses 
which the rt*ad»*r would find It hard to 
believe. Illustrating the way in which 
the color line i* dbawn,** The effect 1* 
reflected in the recent cry of sn Indian 
pamphleteer that “war between the 
mcr* will exist as long k* the English 
and Hindoo race# exist. If the prenent 
unnatural relation dor* not cease.** But 
purely governmental question* will fur¬ 
nish rhe native number* of the IndUn 
council* with ro much ammunition that 
the prospects for the kucccj-s of the 
Morley Reform Schema as a cure for 
agitation and nnarahy seem remote.

A new contributor to the *um of dla- 
ou*eIon I* Amanda flaepe QuaesUa. 
who make* a few remarks In the New 
York Independent. Unlike another con¬ 
tributor to the same publication, who 
lamented, or st least commented upon, 
the fact thut she hod never been sought 
in ivArrfiige. although conscious of no 
reason Why. this student of the mrtr- 
da** problem #ays tKat “through the 
Areldents of propinquity*' she has re¬ 
ceived severaj proposals from eligible 
meq. 

From this invincible spinster's ex¬ 
planations of the failure of a hftlf- 
dozen American suitors to measure up 
to the mark we quote: 

“I have often found men more com* 
punionsble than women. Intellectually 
But one does not marry for the sake of 
intellectual discussion. And as a suitor 
tho American* of my acquaintance are 
(Allure*. They propose, which Is the main 
thing, but with no romance or charm. 
• • • 1 pass over plainness of face ami 
moAtmes* of stature. • • • The nmln 
difficulty was thaf in every possible re¬ 
spect I was their *upetidr. • • • This 
they said themselves and they were quit* 
right. I was more accomplished, more 
traveled, more sodnlly experienced, more 
versatile. Their enjoyment of my com¬ 
pany constated largely in sitting back to 
listen to my wards, with a fascination 
not unmixcd with terror. • • • Unedu¬ 
cated women admire the** man. berstue 
to them they seem remark Able.*' 

But let Frenchman, Germans, Eng¬ 
lishmen. Swedes. PoluCka, Norwegians, 
Russians, Italian-. Portuguese, Span¬ 
iard*. Hugarlsn* and men of other no. 
Ubn* ch#er up Ttyerc I* a chance for 
some one to win thl* maiden of high 
education and high Heals. As the 
poet has put It:

For, says Mls« Amanda Snepe Qua# 
slta Uie name, of course, being merely 
a nom do plume -American rren 
only are the subject* of her scathing 
criticism. Europeans nr* nil right. Tho 
only detail In which they fall, so far. 
1* that they have not looked upon tho 
loveliness of Amanda and fallen at 
her TrtlbySsque' feet to sue for thd 
gre.it g*.od fortune of hearing her tftlk 
about her education and her travels for 
the re*t of their natorai l!v*» and be 
fascinated, and perhaps terrified, by tho 
talcs nhe tells of what hotel* and his¬ 
toric sights *he erqpped at In “furrin 
parts" But for the fact that such for¬ 
eigner* as she has had the «**perlenco 
of admiring have not popped the ques¬ 
tion In rhyme, blank verse or oratorical 
pr<S»e, they suK Amanda from the 
ground up. Man-save in America—Is 
ait Impertu! animal, worthy of capture. 

To quote again ( 

“Every woman who hn» lived In Europe 
feei.» the striking dlffTenee between the 
two type* of masculinity The American 
men may M em more moral perhaps, more 
wholexome. but undeniably more •lull.*# 

Hen- w© paur>‘ to observe that, like 
the author of *»Thrbe Weeks." the ador¬ 
able, graveled and accomplished Aman¬ 
da seems to object to American men 
on the ground that they are more In¬ 
clined to take walk! with hgf than lib¬ 
erties. and, like Mrs. Olyn, aho doe?» 
not seem to understand that taste, 
rather than timidity, often settles the 
course of the roving and unattached 
male In such c*sea. 

"♦ • • Th* Frenchman, the Italian, the 
Austrian, and while their propoenla are 
much more Infrequent, without a knowl- 
imIjjc of the bank book, as entertainer* 
they could make on American man open 
hi* eye*. They do not lie hack and smoke 
They find a chair for a woman, ploy 
Chopin to her. tnvtte her to make tea In 
charming corner*, plan moonlight walks, 
and aun»et rtde*. • • • Tlwy make the 
American aecm like a dull, awkward hoy. 
They play, slnp, paint nfid keep abreast 
of lltrrutqre. They are culturally on a 
level with women." 

With * toady nervea and a feeling of 


fcurcqesM that eornpal* admiration. 
Amanda Sapient Quod Erot Demon¬ 
strandum. winds up with this meaty 
pa»V7Mph of helpful hints: 

*Tf the good-hearted, tumpanionabl*. 
hon**( American rnan would wake up. 
use his wlta. stralglusn hit necktie* Im¬ 
prove hi* manners, bocotnc Informed on 
things In general, try icrioualy not to 
marry, but to make himself marriage¬ 
able, and. above all. get over hla terrified 
admiration of the nimbler aex. cultivate 
his rapacity to contradict her, and wen 
bully her now and then—he would gel 
what he wanted In wive* as he ha* done 
ffl evftjy other department of life. 

“Meanwhile, the woman who has taken 
her education more seriously will like 
him. will pUkv with him and will work 
with him. hut ahe has too much romance 
left In hlr to marry where site cannot 
wholly respect, or to so hat It me for love 
a liking not unmlxed with contempt." 

The ftdvio? which tail-ends the article 
Is not exactly germane to the subject 
under discussion, which Is not "How 
Can American Men Achieve Matrl- 
mony/* hut “Why College Woman Do 
Not Marry.** As a matter of fact Amer¬ 
ican men And It a reasonably simple 
matter to marry, generally rpenJtlng, 
nnd lonving out of consideration 0 
small class of the Idle rich In a few of 
the largest renters of population, they 
marry and live happily despite tha ex¬ 
pansion of their living expense*. And 
they “get what they wnnt in artvew,” 
to borrow' the phrases nf the fair dis¬ 
parager of the American as a lover. 
They may sometime* find It impossible 
to marry an Amanda, hut after all It 
Is hejrt thnt they should not. What 
would It profit a man If he should suc¬ 
cessfully storm the citadel of Amanda's 
affections, and for one brief and glori¬ 
ous moment feel himself to be an An¬ 
tony playing opposite Cleopatra, only 
to go through life being made to feel 
like An anthropoid ape at an endless 
session of the Culture Club of Keokuk? 

The question Is, therefore, not what 
American men musf do to their neck¬ 
ties. and ho\# they must burnish up 
their bra*** and acquire Interestingly 
had moral*, in order to win wives. The 
question is, who In tho world I* 
to he depended upon to Inspire 
Amanda with admiration and propose 
to her without first learning whethar he 
is to be supported happily In Idlenee* 
ever afterward a* a reward for having 
played Chopin, ffcH coppered her bets 
upon (ter superiority «ws a talker upon 
travel? * • 

Casting a careful ey** over the situ¬ 
ation. there Is no happy prospedt dis¬ 
coverable. In order to K buy bon-bon* 
and automobile*, and furbelows and 
trip* to Europe for hi* prospec¬ 
tive wife tho average American man 
must continue to make boiler* and 
bricks instead of bon mots; must con¬ 
tinue tq can meat* and vegetables In¬ 
stead of playing Chopin; must continue 
to fish Hi the stock market for the 
wherewithal that Is the sesame to mar- 
11 r. ^ happiness, instead of helping to 
mwke tra in charming comer* arid ply. 
Ing the Ingratiating arts of the green 
good* vender while striving to ascer¬ 
tain ho* much hard American cash 
the fair American could afford to give 
for a highly-polished hu4»an<i , 

A truly melancholy factor In the mat¬ 
rimonial problem of the women of 
Amanda's degree of superiority to the 
American man is that there are few 
women of her type who arc rich enough 
to Iny down the necessary quantity of 
scad* to buy a proposal from the only 
type of man who is pleasing Of 
course, there are college-bred women 
who are wealthy, but as a rule they are 
the daughters of wealthy parents who 
have gone through college as a matter 
of course, snd who uu not tAke their 
education seriously; who have traveled 
abroad, but do not feel entitled to the 
spotlight upon the stage of life ever 
afterward because they have sojourned 
Ih pension* 1» Paris w looked the 
Sphinx squarely in the face under Ih© 
escort of Thntna* Cook snd Bona. 
There's a difference between th© edu¬ 
cated Individual and the Insufferable 
person who corners a victim to rvp«R 
the Realm of Life or the Burial of Fir 
John Moore to display his familiarity 
with th© classics; a difference between 
the traveled person and th# terrifying 
product of a personally conducted ex¬ 
cursion who goo* td And fro making a 
nolr© Ilk© a graphophone which ha© had 
the works of the estimable and instruc¬ 
tive Mr. Bftdeker fed Into Its cylinders; 
a different© between the person who Is 
meraly superior nnd'the person who is 
obsessed by the conviction that every¬ 
one rise Is inferior; a difference be¬ 
tween th© intellectual person and th© 
“intellectual snob."

American boy should go to college and 
study diligently for fqpr years, snd 
then go somewhere for four years and 
ntrive diligently to forget that he ha* 
n college education. The sums advice 
may be given to some American girl*. 
A mere textbook education Is not the

There are advanced many different 
argument* a* to why college woman d© 
not marry. Unquestionably one of ths 
reasons why a certain* type of college 
woman -happily a rare type—does not 
I* that she Is so keoirty awar* of her 
superiority that she Is “more fastidious 
than desirable.** There were more of 
this type when the higher education of 
women was rarer than It Is to-day 
Nowadays many gtrla go through oo|. 
Isge without slighting ihelr studies, 
and yet without becoming blue stock¬ 
ing*., As there are more young men 
than young gV 1 * cohere educa¬ 

tion* in America. It cannot be true rhi! 
the college-bnvl woman find© no mats 
bemuse there Ara n© educated men. 
And It I* by no mean* true that the 
Average collegc-bred Amorioan woman 
prefer* any sort of a foreigner to the 
home-grown hush oink Ths thoroughly 
educated American woman, especially 
the womnn who ha* been an Intelligent 
observer abroad, ha* the contrary view.

Juries and th# Popular Will. 

Gov Brown, of Georgia, In refusing 
an application for the pardon of a man 
convicted of murder expresses the opin¬ 
ion that (he “will of th# people as ex¬ 
pressed in the Jury box should be 
obeyed." 

The verdicts of juries are not always 
expression of the will of the people. In 
the case wherein Gov. Brown l* quoted 
he probably knows whereof he apeak* 
It certainly I* the will of the people that 
men who rtf© guilty of murder should 
be punished It U right that a Gov¬ 
ernor should be chary of using rh© par¬ 
doning power w*here a defendant has 
been convicted after a fair trial It K 
no simple matter to aecur# convictions 
In criminal prosecutions, even where 
there I* no reasonable dmibt of guilt, 
provided the defendant ha* means or In¬ 
fluence “Quick Justice" is for the 
criminal who Is without money or 
friend* We seldom see an Instance of 
It where the accused Is able to secure 
the services of able counsel 

Juries represent the people and when 
properly selected they are fairly repre¬ 
sentative. At best they are more like¬ 
ly to err on the side of mercy than th© 
side of Justice. In nil Courts verdicts 
are returned which do not meet the pop 
ular approval The verdict of a Jury I© 
as uncertain n* a horse race. A Juror 
may cause a mistrial and then attribute 
the result to the “eleven stubborn, men* 
who mad# up the remainder of the 
panel 

In a coo© like th# ©n© In Georgia, 
where the defendant ha* b*en convicts! 
by a Jury, and where the case has been 
gppeslod. the high court finding no er¬ 
ror. It Is a safe proposition to assume 
that the will of the people wa* ex¬ 
pressed fft the Jury box There are 
other case*, however, and a mighty lot 
too many of them, where It cannot 
truthfully be *ald thnt the will of th# 
people has been expressed. 


Beauty and Utility. 

In an address before th© Illinois 
Outdoor Improvement Association at 
Bloomington Jens Jensen, consulting 
landscape arf4i1tecct of the west park 
ay stem of f'htrago, discussed fthe 
lakes-to-the-gulf waterway from the 
landscape gardener's standpoint. Mr. 
Jensen would Ifav© th© waterway beau¬ 
tified. He thinks the proposed straight 
line* of the canal should be modified, 
the excavatgd material should he util¬ 
ised nnd r©n*oved, th© bank* should he 
beautiful and the bridge* should be 
artistic. 

Mr. Jensen *aya there l* no reason 
why the waterway should not be of 
great Importance commercially and At 
th# oame time of great service to the 
publlo at large Going Into some de¬ 
tails A* to What h# would do If h# had 
the buljfllng of the canal h© says: 

“Along the bank* of the waterway 
there ahbuld be ornsmentai^n to relievo 
th# barrenness UAually typUat of canals. 
VcgAbatiofi should h# supplied like that 
famished by nature along river courses. 
Besides promoting th© IntsrcBts of bonuty. 
tree* and shrubbery would prevent ero¬ 
sion of the bank*. 

“Thl# canal some doy will be a high¬ 
way for th# pleaaure-seeklng public 
fltarvM Rock lie* upon its Sour*#, nnd 
in time ether Htat# park* should be es- 
t.aNIshed in the Illinois Valley. It ta a 
beautiful valley and presents many op- 
portunRIes of the kind. 

‘*No mord convenient route for • fltat# 
boulevard, ratcplng from Chicago down¬ 
ward through the State, rould b# found 
than along th© brink* of th© ‘*nu>i and 
nowhere could thA right of way b© more 
rakdtb provided, for It already would be 
long to the Hints. This would become 
Of great benefit to ih# .rommonwealth. 
Travel between Cfiktay and 8t. Louis 
and th# Important rifles of the BfUto 
would chodAc thl* high road. 

“The matter of bridges must not be 
overlooked The*® should b# designed in 
an aftlstK way. It costs no mor# to 
make a bridge beautiful than to make It 
hideous, and beauty always u a good in¬ 
vestment. duly, beautiful things have 
withstood the ravage* »#f time." 

Mr Jensen's Ideas ar© good, but th# 
edvwate* of th© deep waterway are 
looking at the proposition with mor# 
regard for It A utility than for |{* 
beauty. Th© State of Illinois, which 
1* putting up the money for An exten¬ 
sion of the Chicago drainage canal, 
probably % tvlll not b© Impressed with 
the plan to modify the straight tines 
A crooked canal might look better 16 
the trained eye Of th© landscape gar¬ 
dener. but It would coat more money, 
and Illinois I# not likely to depart from 
present plans. A straight canal would 
moan greater facility for commerc^and 
It I* for business reasons and not for 
picturesque effect* that the w*aterway 
Is to be constructed. Whatever L 
Inriclng In |deturc*quen#*s will be fur¬ 
nished by the Mississippi River 

Ths Idea of supplying vegetation !* 
rather more praetlool. and th© sug¬ 
gestion of a canal boulevard Is worth 
considering If beautiful bridge* last 
longer than ugly one* the average 
waterway advocate will vote for beau¬ 
tiful bridge* on general principles The 
main thing, though. U to build a canal 
for the peopl© nmv on earth.

Yet not always 
does abstract right determine the question 
of wisdom or availability. A.scheme may 
seem logically correct and perfect, and 
yet upon IrtaJ prove a failure John 
I«ock e drafted a form of government for 
one of th© Southern colonies, which, on 
tn# ftr© of It. appeared to ho wise and 
lust, yet it failed of success. The c o ig n m 
of the governed, affirmed In the In»clara- 
tlcn of Independence, is not always of Im¬ 
mediate applbation,

A Matter of Doubt. 

By the late amendments to tlie National 
Constitution the emancipated slaves wore 
mode ritl/ens and given the right of suf¬ 
frage yot It has always been a question 
whether th# latter pci Am was then the 
Dart of wiAdom for ihbm or tile notion. 
The Inhabitant* nf the Philippine Island** 
wer# brought under our control. Full suf¬ 
frage wa* not granted to them, and th© 
tnatiei ,s still on© (or fair <lhK'UK*ton 
whether now or.

•h'4jld l*» granted Indeed, looking at oth¬ 
er nations, Are And that In many of them 
the poople ar© not yet captMd© of self- 
government.

Ho it is « practical question whether Ih© 
granting to-day of full female suffrage 
will inure to th® benefit of the **x or the 
nation.

Leaders At Baptist Congress, Just Closed. Advocate a 
Broader View In the Future. 


Papers and discussions at the Bap 
tint congress, Just held, disclosed a Bap 
tlst public opinion, at the N »rth st an* 
rate, that la much unlike the popular 
Impression of the Baptist position. It I* 
true that at the congress there jwr 
l.aptlats of the old way. but nothing 
could be cleaner thnn that the radical 
sentiments expressed at the congress 
verv those held by the larg* majority 
of those In attendance And this partic¬ 
ular congress was well attended by rep 
n-sent.itive Baptists from almost every 
principal city of the North and East. 
'*lth some men present from the « e» l 

The sentiments that carried weigm 
had three phases, and all of them 
i mied to have the congress wM-h 
them. These were that Insistence Upon 
Immersion as the only form of baptism 
Id a bar to Christian unity tnat must 
be gotten rid of In the Interest of suen 
unity, that Insistence upon such form 
Is comparable to insistence upon, any 
other form* and therefore a type of ri¬ 
tualism. and that Insistence takes 
i,Wid that Independence for which Bap¬ 
tist fathers stood pre-eminently. 

One well-known Baptist pastor, head 
if one of the largest congregations In 
New England. had promised to attend 
tue oongroas and speak. He had pre- 
1 Id* paper. At the last moment he 
decided It to be unwise to proclaim hts 
Mews at this time. In his letter refu<* 
Mk to attend he stated that he did not 
give way In any particular In his 
Mews. It was only on the wisdom of 
•£ttlng them forth. 

The speaker who took his pta<;e s*td 
the minister In question need have no 
f.*ar; that scores of others took quite 
tn advanced ground as he. Then the 
speaker proceeded to go so far as to 
I *ave nothing whomever of the distinc¬ 
tive Bap: lift position, sa the public un¬ 
derstands It. The speaker said he in¬ 
tended to leave nothing of it 

That he carried the congress with 
him was quite apparent He added that 
Christian* outside of the denomination 
t onstdered that Baptists stand for a 
particular form of baptism, close com¬ 
munion as a logical consequence, and a 
refusal to receive members by letter 
from other bodies, unless and until such 
Members have been Immersed- He de¬ 
nied that Baptists stand for these 
things, and «id that hard work must 

done to disabuse the public mind He 
was warmly applauded by tna congress. 

The arguments that seemed to re¬ 
ceive the assent of the congress were 
t .iat Baptists muat not stand In the 

* ay of Christian unity, and that they 
held to nothing that need stand in the 
> ay. There was tome assent to the 
ftatement that there must be liberty in 
the Baptist denomination to the extent 
that men and women might select such 
way as they chose to be baptised. 

When asked If there remains anything 
.I'stlnctlve for which Baptists stand, or 
need stand in future, speakers at the 
Congress declared that Baptist* are not 
f«» wreak as to stand on nothing but 
t;cfinicalities, for If they were they had 
1 ng ago done well to disband If the 
/laptist congress of 1 S*09 accurately ex¬ 
pressed sentiments obtaining in the 
Baptist denomination there has been 
tremendous 'change In that sentiment 
within the post few years. That there 
Las been such change was many times 
» fflrmed by writers and speakers at the 
congress In question. 

Methodists Going Ahocui. 

Methodists have now held all of their 
annual financial meetings and their 
conferences for planning the working 
next year Including the visitations by 
heir Bishops. They have recently been 
going through a financial strain. Inci¬ 
dent to Iwtrd times, and for the first 
tlrr.s this year In several annual eon 
«erenc*s see immediate improvemenu 
^Bit work under way In all fields and 
ncome dwindling caused them, two or 
three years ago. to consider whether 
:o curtail work or go Into debt. 

The latter policy was adopted and 
Methodists in tlha churches have in¬ 
dorsed th** action. The work of Meth¬ 
odist* In which there is the largest 

• mount of popular Interest Is that of 
the Home Board, the Foreign Board 
and the Freedmen's Aid. The first 
.•amed had receipts last year of $939.- 
**6,000. which was nearly $40,000 
urger tlmn the previous year. Ex¬ 
penditure* on th»* field* wont Just b«— 
vond the $1,000,000 mark. There was. 
however. $60,000 available to apply on 

he old debt, and so the present debt 
*.-f the board. Incurred during the re¬ 
cent depression, is $187,700 
i The Foreign Board had receipts last 
year of $1,342,000. which was a falling 
oft of about $15,000 from the year be- 
: >re. The expenditures on the field 
.-.mounted to $1,417,000. so that the 
ceht of the board was Increased a 
little from the previous year It now 
nrands at $166,000. The Freemen s Aid 
fell In debt more heavily In proportion 
vhan any of the other boards, at one 
time Its showing on the wrong side be¬ 
ing $200,000. It has now been reduced 
fo $50,000. Its receipts last year having 
*>een $15,000 more than the previous 
year. 

Methodist work Tor the negro con- 
cists, in part, of twenty-three schools 
r.caittered through twelve States of the 
South. They are worth at least $2.- 
*•00.000, and there are In them 8.000 
pupils. There wa* made a slight re¬ 
duction this year In amount of appro¬ 
priations. hut this was done under the 
rule of the General Conference forbld- 
ling appropriation* for the year Im¬ 
mediately ahead being any larger than 
rite receipt* for the year then ending. 
But members of the b**xrd declare 
chat there Is to be no falling off 

It Is therefore denied by Methodists 


charged with the missionary manage¬ 
ment of their church that there Will 
j. any lack of support for tholr work 
• n the mission field* during the year 
jdat ahead. Especially are Methodist 
men aroused. It is said, for the sur¬ 
est of the women In m magement of 
heir affairs und In raising money has 
jeen pointed out to them, and It has 
icen seen by them what careful man* 
ig^ment and wist distribution of ef¬ 
fort will accomplish. Methodist women 
were little affected by hard times. The 
entire Methodist missionary debt 
Mnd* now at $403,000 on an annual

$2,600,000

*ala. In response to an Invitation from 
the Archbishop of Upsnla. and t&jk over 
better relation* between the two com¬ 
munion*. Appreciating how great 1* the 
regard of .Swede* and Germans for 
higher learning, the English archbishop 
selected the Bishop of .allsbury to head 
the English part of the commission that 
was to go to the groat university town 
of Sweden. The liinhop of Salisbury 
thought It would be well, seeing there 
are so many Swede* In America, If an 
American were a member of the com¬ 
mission. He had heard that Bishop 
WIlKam* knew something about Swede* 
and so. assuring himself and the Eng¬ 
lish archbishop that the American waa 
to hold a minor place, he dispatched the 
Invitation to Marquette. 

The commission has Just concluded 
Its sittings in Upaala, where Its deliber¬ 
ation* attracted wide attention in Swe¬ 
dish and German papers. The influence 
of the German* wa* so great that, act¬ 
ing through their ForHgn Office, they 
j Induced the Swedish bishops to have 
nothing to do with the meeting, save 
only two of them. Germany diplomacy 
did not want English church diplomacy 
to get any more advantage than It 
! could help 

The persona) triumph of the A inert- 
, can bishop wa*. according to all a£- 
• counts, complete. And It was won on 
down-right merit. Very early In the 
deliberations the English member* of 
the commission were floored by th 
technical points relating to Swedish re¬ 
ligious history. They took a back seat. 
The only one left wa* the American, 
and he aooms to have been more than 
able to hold hi* own. 

Speaking the Swedish language per- 
! fectly he soon had the Swedish tnem- 
‘ ber* of the commission nil attention 
over hi* wonderful and Intlmat** 
knowledge of their affair* It seem* he 
had spent many months searching Swe¬ 
dish archive* and going over thing* 
that the Swede* themselves had not se¬ 
cured. Introduced and honored by the 
King and the Crown Prince, the Ameri¬ 
can bishop win able to tell to them 
stories of the Thirty Years War; of the 
Beformatlon. of which they had never 
heard So marked wa* hi* triumph, it 
Is said. that he became quite the lead¬ 
ing flgur,. of the bommlssjon. overshad¬ 
owing easily the English commission¬ 
er*. In scholastic matter*, at one of 
the ancient seats of learning, the Amer¬ 
ican easily carried away high credit for 
scb-l v rtnp 

This conference over Swedish orders 
has a practical bearing for America. 
There are hero from 1.500,000 to 2.000,- 
0O0 Swedes. While in Sweden practi¬ 
cally all belong to the State Church, 
coming to America many fall away, 
partly from changed condition*, but 
partly from requirements hen* These 
requirements Include evangelical con¬ 
version und prohibition of masonry and 
dher secret societies. The rssult l* 
that only about 300.000 Swede* belong 
to Protestant bodies. Lutheran. Metho¬ 
dist. Baptist and all. The effort I* to 
create a condition that wfl! get and hold 
this vast number of lapsed member*. 

Various expedient* were considered 
at I’psala. but there was lack of au¬ 
thority to treat and change, and so 
nothing beyond an agreement to give 
further study to the matter wa* accom¬ 
plished. There Is some talk. It Is said, 
of consecrating a Swedish ecclesiastic 
for America, and sending him here to 
negotiate, hut It Is said that Swedish 
Lutheran* In America mny reamt It 
a* an Intrusion and dictation. Hun¬ 
dred* of thousands of men and women, 
and they of the highest Northern 
Europe type, are Involved. It Is said, 
however, one of the most difficult tasks 
In the world to deal with, this one of re¬ 
ligious prejudice and preference. 

Suffragan Bishops 

Recent action of local Protestant 
Episcopal bodies make* It certain that 
Influence will be brought to bear upon 
the> Episcopal General Convention of 
next year to pas* the law permitting 
suffragan bishops. The action Just taken 
by the convention of the diocese of 
New York will go a long way. it 
Is said. In favor of the measure and Its 
Aral pa*«*ge. For years there ha« 
been prejudice In the Episcopal Church 
In this country against the English ex¬ 
pedient. Especially' has objection come 
from bishops, who have cried out 
against two kinds of bishops 

When the problem of what to do with 
the negro wn* up. a suffragan bishop 
seemed the only thing to offer hint. So 
It wa« offered, r.nd the last General 
Convention put the measure on Its j»aa- 
eege. the colored man to be the bene¬ 
ficiary. Now It Is found that some 
targe cities, opposed to a coadjutor, 
favor suffragans and no petition for 
the passage of the new law The 
change will be an Important one. for 
It will Introduce Into the Ep|«mp*| 
Church another type of bishops, at least 
insofar a* Jurisdiction gor** 

The demand for such new type, apart 
from helping the negro, comes from 
the large cities. Objection to a division 
of territory Is almost unanimous, and 
yet the cities have. In several Instances, 
grown so large that one bishop cannot 
do the work Hence assistants who are 
not his equal In Jurisdiction, although 
they niv bishop* in every other sense, 
who can help perform the work, but 
under one responsible head The occas¬ 
ion for providing such for the negro 
Episcopal parishes was that there par- 
Ishes demand a bishop of their own 
race. There could not be two dioceses 
covering the same territory, and there 
exist* now no authority for electing a 
bishop who shall not. under the death 
of the diocesan, succeed to his place 
Hence the creation of one who does not \ 
succeed, unelected to do so. 

Influence Is also to t»e brought to 
hear upon the Genera! Conventon of 
next year to Induce it to Incorporate 
into the official Beard of Missions of the 
Episcopal Church the Soda! Service 
work notv done by the commissions of 
that name. This Is following the lead 
of the Presbyterian General Assembly 
through the Influence of which the 
Board of Home Missions of that hodv! 
took up such work. 

The man who started the movement 
to broaden the social work was Mayor 
Sague of Poughkeepsie, a Democratic 
pnriy leader of New York, who Is st*o 
a stanch ahd active Episcopal worker 
and giver He declared It to be of lit¬

PAINTINGS IN OIL AND 
PASTELS BY W. H. STEVENS. 


On View In Klaubcr Galleries—Ex¬ 
hibition Lasts Until Novem¬ 
ber 25, Inclusive. 


At the Klaut>«r galleries there is on 
view a collection of some forty paint¬ 
ing* In oil and pastel* by WUl H. Stev¬ 
ens. The name Is a new one to the 
Louisville public although here and 
there in Louisville are a few discerning 
patTons who have already posseesed 
themselves of example* of his work. 

For a young artist to make his Initial 
bow before a Louisville audience re¬ 
quires considerable courage. And he 
must be prepared to face *ome un¬ 
favorable criticism, much of It unjust 
If he Is as talented as Mr. Steven*, but 
all of It kindly and In keeping with the 
character of our people. To a new¬ 
comer who Is practically unknown, but 
who in tld* exhibit reveals the wonder¬ 
ful pictorial richness «f our own Ohio 
Valley, we should extend the sort of 
encouragement '‘which speaketh with 
more certAln voice than words.** 

The keynote of these picture^ I* 
•'poetry*'— poetry of subject, handling 
and sentiment; ami poetry »uch as we 
have rare opportunity of seeing in the 
lAndscapr* brought to our notice. Like 
most grn-»d art. Mr. Stevens* work I* 
strongly Individual. And to properly 
realise what hi* pictorial intention con- 
al*tf. of we must bring ourselve# to see 
In nature the expression he aim* at In 
his picture—the expression of thu 
graceful, subtle, harmonious aspect* of 
the country up and down the Ohio. HI* 
handling Ls varied to suit the theme in 
hand, in color, usually low-toned, but 
always harmonious, idealistic and full 


of romance. Mr. Stevens seems more 
taken up with conveying the spirit of 
the scene rhan In representing realistic 
fact, yet the visual truth Is always there 
and always expressed In a fresh and 
charming manner. 

In number the pastels comprise the 
greater part of the exhibition, and they 
show perhaps a more uniformly com¬ 
plete mastery of the medium than do 
the oils, although some of the latter 
reach a height of supreme technical 
excellence. 

In such of the pastel* as No. IS,/'The 
Sentinel/* we find a complete union of 
the qualities which go to make a great 
work of art. Few perhaps will accord 
It a place above the others show n here, 
but to the Initiated its charm is most 
compelling. 

Number* 15, 17. 19, 21 and 2H are 
example* of how woodland Interiors 
should be painted—but are so rarely. 
There Is no trite method here, no me¬ 
chanical hatching of colors such as we 
are accustomed to. As a revelation of 
what nature Is In its more poetic As¬ 
pects they are well worth study. No. 
20 Is a wirker scene, beautifully han¬ 
dled and full of charm. No. 22 1* a 
delightful Impression of the fresh but 
gray color of early spring The draw¬ 
ing of the trees in thLs pastel is par¬ 
ticularly fine. Numbers 2$ and 25 are 
examples of beautiful sky effect*. 

The largest picture In the exhibition 
Is entitled ‘The Dream Valley.’* It is 
a piece of direct robust handling. It* 
which a somewhat rugged Import Is 
used with excellent effect. 

No. 2, "An Idyll.** Is perhaps the mo*t 
poetic of all the landscape* exhibited, 
although It must share the honor with 
•‘The Pool/* No. 3. In the former, how¬ 
ever. the painting Is perhaps more de¬ 
lightfully lure and direct It *eems to 
tiwve been conceived Instantly and car¬ 
ried to a successful finish with nil the 
freshness *»f touch and Impression we 
find in Corot 

The "Jilll Crest/’ No. 10. techni¬ 
cally the most masterly of any of the 
painting* shown. It Is a typical scene 
in the Ohio Valey. familiar enough to 
all—a few rustic building* surrounded 
by tr^e*. struggling In. the wind, ann 
Above all a gray autumnal sky it 
shows the beauty of our own country 
in a moat artistic way. 

No 13 Is the "LoM Glow.’* Soft, dark 
masse® of trees fill the center of the 
picture. Between them a rond winds— 
on Into the mysterious distance, with a 
rich evening *ky—gold and crimson and 
pale emerald—glowing over all 

Those are but a fenv of the more out¬ 
standing pictures. Each one ho* its 


particular charm and merit and each Is 
worthy of careful study.

two Infant prodigies. William 
Jam*. Ridls and Norbert 
• Wiener. Bldls l » the ll-y«ar- 
©|d wonder who has Jual entered tho 
University with the highest honors and 
whose unsurpassed record for echolaa- 
tlo precocity Includes such feata as 
reading and writing at 2Vi V*ar* old; 
operating the typewriter expertly at -1; 
studying French ami I-atln. writing a 
book and qualifying as an accountant 
all before 3; entering Brookline High 
School at 8. and Inventing a now sys¬ 
tem of logarithms at 10. 

Oddly parallel with this interesting 
case la that of young Wiener. He U 
another Boston lad. who also entered 
college at tho age of 11. but his orig¬ 
inal alma mater wa* Tufts College 
When he matriculated there livthe fall 
of 1908 he was found to be further 
advanced In philosophy and chemistry 
than the ordinary senior. He whs 
graduated lost June. when, at the age 
of 14, he received the degree uf bach¬ 
elor of art* with honor, and this year 
he has entered the graduate depart¬ 
ment 06 Harvard, where he will take 
an advanced course In biology and 
chemistry. 

The strungc similarity In these cases 
is not one of ag* alone, but the fathers 
cf the precocious youths, both born In 
Russia, are both men of science, and 
have been connected with Harvard, the 
one as a student, the other as a pro¬ 
fessor. Dr. Baris Sldi*. tho father r 
the new Harvard prodigy, is a psycho- 
pathologist, practicing at Brookline, 
while Leo Wiener, father of the Tufts 

S rodlgv. is assistant professor of 
Javlc language* at Harvard,

Other Harvard Prodigies. 

Indeed. Harvard seems to have a 
monopoly on our chief phenomena of 
this category. Edward Everett, Itpy oars 
gone by, was its prise prodigy, having 
entered when but 13, and having born 
graduated with the highest honors at 
17. He was Indeed a marvel of pre¬ 
cocity, gaining the reputation of an 
accomplished scholar and rioquent 
divine when but 19, while at 21 h© was 
appointed professor of Greek at hi* 
alma mater. 

And when our fathers were young 
Cambridge was excited over the ar¬ 
rival at Harvard of the then boy won¬ 
der, Truman Henry Salford. This lad. 
bom on a Vermont farm In 1838. had 
commenced to show mathematical 
genius os early as the age of J. when 
hfs parents commenced to amuse them¬ 
selves by testing hts strange ability. 
When he was 8. if given the number 
of rods around any farm In the coun¬ 
ty. he could mentally calculate the 
number of barleycorns contained, and 
one of his mental calculations at this 
age was that there were 617.780 bar¬ 
leycorns In 1.04A yards When 7 he 
was studying books on algebra and 
geometry, and soon, afterward higher 
math*-malice and astronomy. Wanting 
some logarithms, he found them him¬ 
self by the formulas, and In his 10th 
year he published on almanac of hie 
own computation. That year a skilled 
mathematician who examined him pro, 
duced a sum of eighteen figures which 
he asked the boy to square, and tho 
correct answer was given within a 
minute. He could at the same tlm»* 
multiply four figures by four figures as 
rapidly as could b? done upon paper.

W HEN the Kentucky Confed¬ 
erate Home was founded at 
Pewee Valley It was ex- 
p**cted that many of the 
veterans finding shelter under Its hos¬ 
pitable roof would be Infirm of body 
as well as broken In fortune. This ex¬ 
pectation was realised. And It is no 
new** to say that a majority of the 
comrades And it difficult to while 
away the tedium of the long summer 
days and beguile the hours of the long, 
dark, winter evenings. 

Various are the expedients to make 
the hours pass pleasantly. Some of the 
more able-bodied comrades And em¬ 
ployment part of the time on the neigh¬ 
boring farms and thus earn an nonest 
penny, which la not to be despised by 
men circumstanced as are the veterans 
of the early sixties. Others, who** 
eye* permit, and who have taste for 
this kind of diversion, spend the time 
in reading the magazines and novels 
which thoughtful friends have sent to 
the home.

This claim Is a further de- 
velopment of the thefiry announced 
last w inter by Prof. See that all planet* 
and satellite* nr© captured bodies which 
have since had several hole* taken up 
in their orbits and rounded up by th* 
action of the nebulitr resisting medium 
which onoe pervaded their solar system. 
In the r<*g1on of a planet Ilk© Jupiter, 
for example, he point* out that th* 
sphere of the sun’s control ha* an ex¬ 
tension .on It like the rack of a bot¬ 
tle. and when the small bodies moving 
about the sun come into this neck they 
would revolve about Jupiter and ire 
many canes return to their paths about 
the sun. but in other cases they would 
be held by th© action of the nebulous 
resisting medium about th© planet, and 
n main there a* satellite*. In the t ours* 
of time their orbits became rounded 
up Into almost perfect circles and be¬ 
came smaller and smaller. He hold* 
that such has been the origin of satel¬ 
lites generally, and also the rings of 
Saturn—the captured or waste nebu¬ 
losity which wa* once circulating 
around the sun. 

But th© moon’s mass Is relatively 
very large, about one-elghtieh of th* 
earth’s, and th© argument put forth by 
Darwin that the moon was once a part 
of the earth had to be overcome. Prof. 
Se© says he has overcome this, with 
entire success, and he holds that be haa 
proved mathematically that the earth’a 
moon has been taken prisoner from th* 
field* of space It was, h© says, orig¬ 
inally a planet Ilk© Mercury, but not 
eo large, and moved about the sun at 
nearly the sauna distance as fhe earth. 
Then it came between the sun and th* 
earth in such a way as to enter th* 
neck of the space resembling a bottle 
neck projecting from th© sun’s sphere 
of control and inclosing th© earth. 
This nrcjt was quite small and narrow, 
but the bulb of ©pace Inclosing th* 
earth and constituting Its sphere of at¬ 
traction was of considerable site. 

When the moon hod one© left th* 
sun s control and gone Into the bulb 
about the earth It met with sunt re¬ 
sistance, and the neck became closed, 
so that the moon was “bottled up’* 
under th© earth’s control and could not 
©scape. Hence it has remained with 
the earth ever since, and will always 
abide with us. By revolving about rhe 
earth In th© space controlled by our 
planet, the moon has met with consid¬ 
erable resistance, and It* orbit ha* be. 
com© smaller and smaller and aJao 
rounder and rounder Thus Jt has 
com© n©arer and nearer to the earth, 
but never has It been closer than at 
present “Thus.” he concludes. “Dar¬ 
win’s theory of the moon’s detachment 
from the earth is ‘ overthrown, and An 
entirely now thtory developed which 
ha© the support of all the highest math¬ 
ematical science now known.”-(Path,

Meanwhile a re¬ 
port spread that seventy or more men 
were alive In a far-reach of the mine, 
cut off from escape by a bank of black 
damp between their barricade and the 
main shaft. 

But two oxygen helmets remains! at 
the mine, the others having been started 
back to Pittsburg this morning, and with 
this scant equipment two experts be¬ 
gan a now exploration. At 9 o'clock 
to-night they emerged, their oxygen 
tanks being exhausted, and reported no 
•ucceas.

From the top of the hoisting shaft 
to the sleeping cars drawn up on the 
sidings was a distance of about luO feet.

HISTORY OF CASE. 


Suit Filed In St. Louis At Instance 
of W. H. Moody, Attorney General. 

St. Louis. Nov 20.—The! Govern¬ 
ment’s suit to d * olvt the Standard 
Oil Company was filed In the United 
State# Circuit Court here November It. 
1906, iu the Instance, of William H. 
Moody, then Attorney General. 

In petitioning for the dissolution* of 
the New Jersey corporation and 11* 
subsidiaries the Government com¬ 
plained that the defendants had con¬ 
spired ”to restrain the trade and com¬ 
merce in petroleum, reflned . oil and 
other products of petroleum among rh*» 
several Suites and Territories of the 
United States and In the District of 
Columbia, and with foreign nations 
and to monopolize the said commerce." 

The evidence of 444 witnesses wj* 
taken before Franklin Ferrl**. of Sr 
Louis special examiner. In many cities. 
He completed this work January 22. 
1909 John D Rockefeller being among 
those who testified when proceedings 
were held In New York.

Mr McManus met 
prominent local men who left the 
Emerald Isle many years ago to at¬ 
tain success in this community 

The session lasted for four hours. 
duHiig which time there was not a 
dull moment, for the guest of honor 
Is a humorist as well a* a scholar and 
philosopher. He provoked much laugh¬ 
ter with his original puns and won his 
hosts completely. 

Mr McManus Is in Louisville en 
route to Indianapolis, where he will 
till a lecture engagement, but he will 
address an audience to-morrow night 
at the home of the Knights of Colum¬ 
bus on Fourth avenue. 

After the dinner Mr. McManus was 
engaged In conversation by those who 
arrived too late for the luncheon Quite 
willingly, and with a twinkle In bis eye 
thut could not be mistaken, he went 
through the greater part of his con¬ 
versation with the members of the 
club.

with nine ‘rah*.

History of Hospital. 


'The greatest drawback for Ireland 
to-day." said Mr. McManus, "lies In 
the faot that her population la decreas¬ 
ing fast and her wealth Is departing 
for parts unknown. Tho young men 
and women bom In Ireland who have 
great intellectual capacity and who rvre, 
therefore, of great promise, arc emi¬ 
grating to other countries. 1 believe 
1 can safely say that 96 per cent, of 
this migration la beneficial to Amer¬ 
ica. Coupled with this the people are, 
it seems, averse to patronizing Ire¬ 
land's own industries. This means that 
<70,000.000 goes out to other countries 
every year whloh. if It could be re¬ 
tained. would help largely to place the 
country in a better position than it 
now occupies." 

Mr. McManus volunteered the Infor¬ 
mation that he and other men of Ire¬ 
land are now urging a proposition upon 
the people of their country to give over 
the habit of patronizing the Industries 
ov other countries. This movement was 
started not so very long ago. and It Is 
gaining In popularity to such on ex¬ 
tent that those who are advocating the 
plan expect to see good results within 
a few yeum A newspaper has been 
started In one Irish colony with Arthur 
Griffith, of Dublin, as editor, to spread 
the propaganda before the people. The 
circulation of the organ U growing rap¬ 
idly. 

In response to a query as to what 

r lane the school systems are on In 
reland at the present time, Mr Mc¬ 
Manus gave out some information th/it 
will be welcomed by the old-time Irish¬ 
men of this city who have not seen 
their native shores in many years. Ho 
said that patriotic sens of the Emerald 
Isle aw«*ke to the fact that the nnc»*nt 
IrtFh language was passing Into ob¬ 
scurity a year or two ago, but efforts 
«re now being put forth to have U 
taught In all the public schools <o keep 
It alive and in existence.

Reviving Irish Language. 


“It was discovered," said Mr Mc¬ 
Manus. "that the Irish language was 
decaying. This was not pleasant news 
by any means, for in a short time a 
movement tv as started to have the lan¬ 
guage taught In the schools to the 
young folk. The Idea gained such 'a- 
vor that In 3,000 school? to-day the old 
language that was un*d universally 
throughout Ireland In the old days Is 
being taught.

Fit* Herbert was only beaten once dur. 
lag the season, wnen he was second to 
James R. Keene's Affliction in the run¬ 
ning of the oriental Handicap of a mile 
and three-sUttenths at Gravesend.

Hsd there been anything to carry him 
along In the latter part of the running 
It Is certain that he could have cut tills 
mark very considerably, and It is more 
than likely he would have beaten the 
American record fo 2:02 4-5. hung out by 
Broomstick at Brighton Beach when he 
bvut Irish laid. 

Fits Herbert had a walkover in the 
Coney Island Jockey Club Stakes and tits 
next rocs of Importance was the Advance.

JOHNSON'S SPEEDY UPPERCUT. 


E VERY fighter of prominence iu 
the prise ring to-day has his 
own particular style of fighting, 
and a knack of delivering a fin¬ 
ishing punch. No two men fight exactly 
alike. There never was a champion from 
from Hyer's time, sixty years ago, down 
to to-day, who didn't have a fuvorltu 
blow to bring him tho money and glory. 

The right cross, the upper cut, the 
pwlng and the straight-arm punch were 
generally used and not until brute 
atrength gave way to skill and sclenb* 
did the variety of punches include left¬ 
handers. 

To-day there are any number of good 
men In the ring who depend more on 
their lefts than they do on their rights, 
and among the good men so inclined Is 
Hone other than James J. Jeffries. 

• • • 

Jeff has always born known am a two- 
banded fighter. He can use his right aa 
well as his IsfY. and It is even said He 
can throw a ball equally as well with his 
left as with hts right, but prt7.*-r1ng his¬ 
tory shows us that Jeff has won most of 
bis fights with his left hand. It was his 
Jong und powerful left that dropped trip¬ 
hammer fashion on Bob FUstlmmon* at 
Coney Inland the night thr championship 
changed hands. 

Jeff had taken n walloping from Fit* 
for eleven inunds. guarding an best ho 
could with Ms rigid, while his battering 
ram of a left always struck out almost 
Straight, and followed Fit* from this, side 
of the ring to that and In and out of cor¬ 
ners 

Jeff got few opportunities to land it. 
but he never stopped trying Finally It 
cam© down In a long sweep, caught Fltz 

on the Jatr. and down went the cham¬ 
pion. fiat on his face. It was the same 
with Corbett. 

It took Jeffries twenty-three rounds to 
connect with It, nnd. but for the rebound 
of the ropes as Corbett, misjudging the 
distance between them, stepped back

Fitzsimmons mainstay was u half-arm 
wallop, delivered to the Jaw or stomach 
at close quarters or breaking from a shift. 
Phi also had a left-hand shift that first 
oame Into prominence when he beat Jim 
C<wbett at Osrson City. Fits could *lnk 
his left hand deep Into an opponent.

Kid McCoy was perhaps the most scien¬ 
tific puncher of them nil. His favorite 
blow was the celebrated corkscrew When 
he let It go, he twisted his wrist, Just 
before lie reached the spot st which h»- 
aimed, and the result was bewildering 
Choynakl, Manor, O’Donnell and other big 
heavies were victims of the corkscrew 
• • • 

Rattling Nelsnir. the present lightweight 
champion, credits all his fame to his 
scissors punch, landed on the liver with 
a rigid left hand. The punch has a pern 
lyzlng effect, pain shooting in several dif¬ 
ferent directions from the spot struck. 

Going down the Uric, it is found that 
•very fighter of any note had a favorite 
method of attack, and all have been us¬ 
ually effective.

Pugilists* Rilling Life. 


•If the ordinary man lived like some 
these pugilists.'' said a veteran trainer 
the other day. "he'd be a physical wreck 
In less than a year. A majority of thea*? 
fighters, however, do a certain amount of 
daily exercise to koep their weight down, 
and in that way they do not feel the ef¬ 
fect* of a spree. 

"If the wise pugilist gets a heavy cold, 
what does he do? Retire to bed like most 
men? Not much. He dqns a heavy 
sweater and goee out for‘ a run on the 
road. 

"He.simply sweats IGout If he can; and 
If he can't, why. he is then forced to seek 
medical aid like an ordinary Indlvlual. 
But that seloui proves to be the case, for 
open-air exercise and cold baths generally 
tufll 

"This was tho way Fitzsimmons and 
Tommy Ryan doctored themselves, and 
they kept themselves In excellent condi¬ 
tion for many years. 

"FUz never indulged In a night of mer¬ 
riment that he didn't hop out of bed 
early the next morning nnd tuk«- a hard 
run to open the pores But the oth©r star 
fighters like John D. Sullivan and Jock 
M* Aullffe didn't go to such trouble arid 
were too fat to accomplish anything 
in the ring, rfvthey caught a cold they 
went to a Turkish bath, where they could 
rest In solid comfort. 

"Sullivan was one of the most luxurious 
champions that over appeared Inside the 
rope*. He lived like n prince and never 
allowed theatrical engage me nt* or fights 
to disturb his repose*. 

"He drank, aw- and slumbered when h© 
felt like It What wa* the result? From 
x rawboned, muscular young giant he be- 


ctunc a ponderous elephant* prematurely 
old. weighing more than SIS pounds. 

"Hla kidneys and liver went back on 
him and his physician ordered him to cut 
out liquor entirely or die. So John swore 
off and hasn't touched a drop sine**. 

"In high life Sullivan w us a wonder. 

I ve seen him in the old days get away 
with a quart of whisky mi a sitting. But 
he never neglected his appetite for rich 
food, an in that way bo counteracted the 
Effect of strong drink. 

"Sullivan got money so easily that be 
did not know the value of IL He wouldn't 
spend It fast enough, and he probably ran 
through more than a million before he 
settled down and began to save. 

"A modern ring champion can spend 
money, too. It comes easy and goes the 
same way. He generally ha* a staff of 
attendants that costs u heap. First cornea 
his business manager, a person who can 
talk glibly. Issue challenges. be on the 
alert in making mutches, und knows how 
to get space In tho newspapers. 

"Then there Is the pres* ngont, who 
must invent fairy tales concerning the al¬ 
leged adventures of the rug. Then there 
muet be an advance agent-and u spur¬ 
ring partner, who can take a walloping 
with good nature. 

"In addition to this retinue some ehnro- 
plorut have a staff of handlers, rubbers, 
cook* and admirer* who try to act the 
part <if entertainers. It's no easy matter 
to keep a fighter In good humor when 
he's In training, and those who can suc¬ 
ceed In this respect are usually worth 
something. / 

"The dally life of the average cham¬ 
pion when out of training is one of pleas¬ 
ure and luxury. He seldom arises before 
noon. Then, ofter a hath and rubdown. 
the barber gets hhm fit tc\ sit down to 
breakfast. If he knows anything at nii. 
he orders an elaborate meal and get* spe¬ 
cial ratos «t the hotel, where he is re¬ 
gard -d as an attraction.

Scrappers As Motorists. 

"Jeffrie*. Johnson. Ketchel and Nelson, 
who like to hsve the best, own automo¬ 
biles and use them incessantly. They 
know how to live well aud when out of 
training they do not koep down expenses 
None of them at time* will draw the line 
on late suppers and outings with sporty 
friends. 

"Johnson In particular ts fond of btow- 
Ing In his coin like a nabob and he spend* 
tt os fast os ho gets It. Ketchel has got 
away with virtually all of his ring earn¬ 
ings. but Nelson and Jeff have saved 
something for a rainy day. 

"Is It any wonder that Some of the 
pugilistic stare and their associates fall 
by the wayside when at the pinnacle of 
fame? Tlie many temptations to which 
they arc continually subjects! eoon weak¬ 
en their vitality and they .'finally gu down 
before a knockout blow administered by 
some younger aspirant for fame nnd for¬ 
tune. 

"What would some of the old-tlrne fight¬ 
ers nay If they could come to life nnd 
see the way tlicsv modern pugilists carry* 
on? Wuit would, they think of 9 &),WQ 
purs*#'with big gloves? 

"The old fellows hod a very hard and 
almple life compared with that of the 
newcomers. In former years they were 
glad to be able to rut the plainest food, 
wear the cheapest kind or clothes and 
live In the humblest places 

They had no automobiles, no rrtlnu'*, 
no money to squander, no theatrical en¬ 
gagements. no big purge* and their dliwl 
ns turn was limited. 

"A fighter with big money ts often to 
be pitied, and s« are his closest friends 
who help him to spend it. Poor little 
Britt was ruined by a 'Ufe of luxury and 
cxcrcses. which was due to the easy coin 
he derived Crum the fistic gurca" 


lines of baseball effort. The native talent 
Is very strong In fielding play and Cubans 
naturally look for even better thing* from 
major leaguers, falling to realize that the 
mmn difference between Glasses of play¬ 
ers In the professU/nat game Is In knowl¬ 
edge of Ho finer points, with the ability 
to put that knowledge to use, and gcnferai 
superior halting ability 

As far as mere mechanical fielding abil¬ 
ity Is concerned the native Cuban talent 
answers all questions. It can cover 
ground and handle the ball. Fumbles or 
muffed files are extremely Infrequent. 
Huch errors as are made are nun© com¬ 
monly on hurried throws that go wldo A 
pipfersional t»*am. playing on the peculiar 
diamond h* re. with which tt never be- 
<>»mrn thoroughly familiar, will make 
twice the errors that either of Its Cuban 
opponents does. But It's also likely to 
make twice as many runs. 

Several of the Cuban players ars really 
star fielders. Gonzales, catcher for the 
Almehdares, is a classy backstop, aud 
Crtbrerra. that team's shortstop, a fine in- 
fielder Of the native talent on the Ha¬ 
vana cJub. I'arpettl. first seeker, la a won¬ 
derful fielder, but weak .at the bat. Moran 
!• one of tho more interesting player* on 
this team He Is olassea as a mulatto, but 
Is and looks part Chinese In addition to 
his peculiar racial classification. Moran Is 
one of the very few left-handed throwers 
who have made good on the third sack, 
which position he plays. Being left-hand¬ 
ed does not seem to bother his throwing, 
which is his, strong point. He is also a 
fine hitler 

Bustamenta. whom Ortfllth signed for 
Now York a few seasons since, forgetting 
that there are two colors of Cubans* and 
whom he left g«» with a week's nay a* 
soon o« he saw the man. is with Havana. 
He is the only CVjban league player who 
ever got any salary from a major league 
team. There isn’t a single white player 
on the Havana line-up as It faces Detroit 
in the present series.

Getting’ a Look At “Silk.”

So they look upon a vlalt of the 
lenguqr*. a* a nuttier of more than pass¬ 
ing Importance. They watch the moves 
of the big fellows on the field with curi¬ 
ous and closest Interest, because a team 
of class from the States. If *lt play* the 
game as it knows It. presents basebuli In 
some of Its phase* In manner differing 
from that employed by the Cuban clubs. 

Flayer* of. these latter have native 
ability, but they still lack finish and 
knowledge of tho finer points. All Cuban 
players, or nearly aJU are extremely fast, 
nnd thoy should be gn at base runner*. 
Hut they have not learned how to get a 
lead, or bow to make thte slide at the 
finish of a steal. 

In the same way they have not learned 
how to stop the opposing base runners, 
the Inftelder* generally being w«*ak on' 
reaching a runner who throws himself 
away and hooks Into* the beg. 

They jday. for a straight slide, and mls« 

good man. Great speed and grand 
throwing arms characterize the Cqbans 
But they do not get the benefit of their 
speed on the bases, and they have a ten¬ 
dency to throw Wild when hurried by 
base runners who have speed and who 
wfll take chances. 

Up to tho present time, Judging from 

half dozen games seen, the Cuban 
teams have developed baseball purely 
from the defensive side. They are good 
flwlders. cover a world of ground, and. 
wbeh not put In the air. make throws 
with great accuracy and speed. But 
there are almost no hard Utters on their 
clubs, outside of the. Imported negro 
players from the States, and almost all 
of their games are close contests marked 
by low score*. Tbe shut-out Is not un¬ 
common. 

The offensive side of the gome is still 
to be worked out here. They are learning 
slowly But they are apt pupil* and re¬ 
member and put into practice what they 
eee worked with effect by visiting pro¬ 
fessionals. 

• • • 

Plays That Seem Bit Old. 

But there la much to be forgotten by 
the Cuban players befor* tbeir baseball, 
save possibly In the mechanical sense, 
will be up to the standard of the average 
minor luague club in the State*. Almen- 
dares Is the strictly all-Cuban club, and 
the fans' favorite. 

This club sticks to the Idea of making a 
man go through when he Is sent up to 
sacrifice, forcing him to take the third 
strike, and the chance that that bunt will 
be foul or will be missed entirely, in¬ 
stead of letting him have a swing at the 
last one. with the possibility either bf an 
advance on an Infield grounder or of »' 
baso hit to boot- 

Only one player on the team seems to 
be excused from this He is Castillo first 
baseman of the Almendares. Castillo Is 
reputed the best batsman on the Island. 
He )■ about 190 pounds over the weight 
that any professional manager would let 
him carry, but he Is quick on his feet for 
a fat man. and can lay against the ball 
when It oomes over. In any situsUon he 
is allowed to hit. 

They make another play In a manner 
Ural strikes an observer from tho States 
as peculiar. With opposing runners at 
first and third, and but one down, the In¬ 
field voines up for the play at the plate. 
Ahy professional InfDId, of count—save In 
excepttonal situations such a* might 
arise In it ninth Inning or an overtime 
period—would play back for the possible 
double pisy. or tho butter chanre to In¬ 
tercept a ground ball that ordinarily 
could be fielded, but that would go by 
with the men up on the grasa 

Mendez, their star pitcher, also has a 
habit of bluffing to throw to second, to 
drive a runner back, and then delivering 
the hall before the runtiA- can take a 
load. But as ho also drives buck his 
shortstop ot second baseman to cover the 
hug. the plsy Is one built to order for 
hit-and-run work, there being always an 
infield gap to hit through.

Make a Chang* In Methods. 


Moat of tho criticism of Cuban baseball 
methods for which returning American 
layers have been responsible has been 
Irocted at the umpiring. There have 
been charges in the past lhat it was 
either lncomg>etont or dishonest, or both 
How much truth there may be in this 
the writer does not know 
In the games seen thus far the work 
has been good and there has been noth¬ 
ing to show that the officials we.c nut 
Intent or^a square deal. It is certain that 
the man who now has control of Havana 
baec&iull, Senor Eugenio Jlmlncs, is one 
who will stand for nothing thut is not 
entirely on the level. 

This present fall he took the best 
means poselble to show this, adding to 
the expert*t* of bringing the Detroit Club 
here the extra Item of tranaporatlon to 
and from Rochester. K. Y., tot "8llk" 
O'LoughJln and Mrs O’Loughlin, with a

or his work In the Detroit Karnes. This 
money was spent not merely to assure the 
best sort of umpiring, but ae zn educa¬ 
tional Item for Cuban fans, players and 
the uiraiires who are being developed 
here, OlvoughJin Is the flrat major league 
umpire Havana has seen 
The betting that la done, of course, 
has prompted chargee of the past The 
Cuban will bet un any cm test.* uml will 
have no contest on which he* cannot bet 
He wagers on the result Ot a big game 
before he goe* to the park, and nr. bets 
on any phaac of that game after reacting 
the field. 

In the. Detroit eerie* the favorite bet*, 
on individual game*, nave oeen even nun- 
ey or slight odds that tuc Cuban ream 
would win. tho Detroit bettor conceding 
two runs or three run*—"spotting" the 
home team that mapy—^before the game 
began In other words, if a Detroit bet¬ 
tor allowed ‘Aimend&rea two dun*, tho 
Tigers would have to win by'at least 3 
to 0 to cash his bet for him.

Cuban fans are curtmi* conlradlctkm*

dres. which team has u much bigger fol¬ 
lowing than either of the other two that 
are member* of the Havana League, that 
there was 2 to 1 bet In some Instanced 
before the Detroit series started, that 
Almendares would win a majority of the 
«*ix game*. Yet they regard the major 
league players ns something almost Indel¬ 
ible on The field 

At least, they du Lf the players are 
Champions. In the first game played by 
Detroit here. O'l^ury muffed a pop fly. 
He stopped In u bole lust as h© was 
reaching the ball, but the trip was not 
perceptible from tho stands. That n’gbi 
It was held in many arguments that 
O’Learv w*s not really a regular player 
of the 'Tigers, but Just a substitute who 
was never used when It could be avoided.

That Is that the talk Is louder and faster 
between innings. That's because there’s 
a chance to take attention off the field. 
After the game la all over the talk is 
even more voluble, the real fans, some of 
them, at least, standing around the park 
an hour or more after the game, arguing 
Its potntJi and criticising the umpires and 
the players who may have been guilty of 
slips. (James with big leaguers her© at¬ 
tain the Importance of world's series 
g&mee In the States. 

El Mundo. tho Spanish morning paper 
of Havana, after 1 the ten-inning gktne 
that Detroit and Havana played on their 
first meeting, devoted Its entire front 
page and Its entire twelfth page to the 
game, carrying a display head clear 
across the title page, and decorating that 
page with a photographic layout five 
columns wide, and a cartoon of the same

Players of the Detroit club who made

can War. Is at the head of the hotel's af¬ 
fair n and began a display of solicitude for 
the boys’ entertainment here that other 
prominent citizens, both American nnd Cu 
ban. have since . continued. 

Jennings has always made it one of his 
proud boasts that his Detroit club could 
not only play ball, but could g#t by with 
credit in any company into which it might 
be thrown when off the diamond. The part 
of the team that la here Is making good 
on this. 

Tho ruben>^are most polite people on 
earth, but tney have put hothlng across 
on the Tigers m this line when entertain¬ 
ing the Utter. How well the Detroiters 
stand here was sh^vn n few days ago 
when they visited the Principe prison, A 
wonderfully well conducted penitentiary. 

No woman had been through Its shop* 
In twenty years, but Gen. Castillo, in 
charge, waived the rule and let the ladles 
of the Detroit party accompany their hus¬ 
bands. At Cabanas and ICofO. Maj. More, 
In charge, personally conducted them 
through the dungeons and underground 
passage* that were the scenes of **o 
many iragediec during the Cuban fight for 
freedom.

Manager James McGuire, of the Cleve¬ 
land chib. Is not a man who *ants to

"Jim" DelehantV and Tom Jon«, who 
were secured by Hughey Jennings, of De¬ 
troit. to trades last eummer. Just when 
it looked as though the Tigers would go 
ti> places These two men pulled the 
tram together, and It whs Delehanty • 
hitting that kept the Tigers In the wond a 
*©rlce* Now It la said that Tom Jones 
will figure In a deal this winter, for Jen¬ 
nings !ui£ confidence to Gaynor, a rlstng 
young flrat baaeman secured 
Pacific coast, while "Sunny Jim wil be 
kept :*s a pinch* hitter. Tul* is all right 
to talk about right now.

Despite the acrtion of the National As¬ 
sociation at Mernphts. T*nn.. the Califor¬ 
nia State Leuguo Is not sure of a per¬ 
manent seat in the fold of protection. 
The last "outlaw" stronghold has been 
granted forgiveness by the National As¬ 
sociation. and all the advantages of Class 
B rating. Further, the governing body 
of the minors has solved the problem of 
minor league holdouts who caet In their 
lot with the rebel* by relegating them to 
the clubs to wlilch they aro now under 
contract for periods of two or four year**. 
But thore the National Association must 
stop. The National Commission alone 
may decide the fate of the big league 
players now with the outlaws. And It Is 
theee players whom the California State 
League most wishes to retain. 

Evidently the Pacific Coast League has 


come to believe that It will be on easy 
matter to secure from the National Com¬ 
mission the major lcoguere who are In 
disfavor with organized baseball. Before 
tho outlaw circuit sued for peace the 
commission disciplined the five offenders. 
Those who had broken contracts were 
doomed to five years* expulsion; those 
who bad failed to observe reserve three 
years. It was on such a basis that the 
National Association dealt wtth the mal¬ 
contents under Its Jurisdiction. 

• • • 

Contract Jumpers were penalised four 
yearn* service to the California Rtate, and 
offenders against reserve clauses two. It 
was agreed that after these players 
served their sentence* the clubs having 
claim to them before they went to Cali¬ 
fornia might reclaim the players or col- 
left half tho draft or purchase money as 
an option In case the offenders were un¬ 
desirable. The Pacific Coast Longue, 
which ha* been chiefly Instrumental in 
aligning tho revolutionists, ban evidently 
made It appear that the National Com¬ 
mission will bo ready to offer similar In¬ 
ducements. 

As a matter of fact tho Notional 
Commission will have a rather tlck’ish 
Job In straightening the tangle. John 
A. Heydlcc. president of the National 
league, la perhaps tho most interested 
member of tho triumvirate In the 
argument. All the major league play¬ 
er* Involved belong to club* of his cir¬ 
cuit. Brooklyn Is Interested In Elmer 
Stticklet and Sheehan; Pittsburg in Nea- 
lon; Chicago In Smith, and New York in 
Pfyla Undoubtedly the five offenders 
should be disciplined. But how about the 
California State league that tampered 
with them? 

• • • 

The former outlaw circuit wishes to 
retain control of these major leaguers 
to get some value for the enormous sal¬ 
aries that have been paid them. While 
In New York, recently. Cal Ewing, presi¬ 
dent of the^ Pacific Coast Leagus. stated 
that Neaion was working under an «Uht 
months' contract at $460 a month. This 
is more than many of the big league 
stars are paid. These fancy figures would 
be cut to the bone. The players would 
have to accept Class B salaries or step 


down and out. At any rate. If the coast 
circuit retain title to the offenders for 
five, or even three, years, the chattels 
would revert to the majors worn out. 

Then, again, there Is nothing to induce 
undue leniency toward the California 
League. The circuit ts #o peculiarly sit¬ 
uated that It might at any time throw 
off Its allegiance. When It came time 
for the "blacklists" to move to other fields 
It would be an easy matter u* renew 
hoetllltlee. The Californians are said to 
have declared that pea- e would not be 
maintained unless the major leaguers 
were awarded them for tho time. The Na¬ 
tional Commission may call the bluff. 

As to the players themselves, they have 
no kick. They took a long chance for 
big money. They were warned to get un¬ 
der covor by reporting to the Pacific 
Count League clubs if they chose to re¬ 
main on the const. It would aerve them 
right to be put on half rations.

Advance of Player® Is Sudden. 

/ - 

With the demand so great for promis¬ 
ing green material, many pMyers are 
Jumped from the smallest bush league to 
the majors In a single year. The Jump Is 
Indeed a t»6 one, and It is not at all sur¬ 
prising that so many youngsters are 
turned back each spring for further sea¬ 
soning. In these modern days If a man¬ 
ager gets one player with big league ma¬ 
terial from a bunch of a dozen or more 
recruit®, he Is perfectly satiwied with the 
work of Ills scouts and the immense 
amount of money invested, 

Of late years It haa not been an unus¬ 
ual happening for u club to sign up aa 
many as thirty or forty young player* tor 
a tryout, often this number Is consider¬ 
ably reduced before spring by sale or re¬ 
lease. but It Is not unusual for a team to 
take from fifteen to twenty-five men 
South. 

The trying out of the phenoms. as the 
new players are usually dubbed. Is a dif¬ 
ficult proportion for the manager In 
charge, and for several years various 
methods have been pursued to enable the 
youngsters to break In under the beat 
possible circumstances. 

Manager McOraw. of the New Tork 
learn, inaugurate the stunt of taking alt 
Ida new men South several weeks In ad¬ 
vance of any of the veterans, arid looking 
them over In this way the new player^ 
were not under the critical eve of the old 
star* and had no reason for suffering 
at-igo fright McGraw figured that un¬ 
der such conditions they should be able 
to show at their best and he has bven 
quite successful with the theory.

Three years ago Connie Mack gave the 
bsaehall world a surprise by starting west 
on the final trip of the year with every 
likely youngster be courd corral from the 
different minor leagues He left practic¬ 
ally all the veterans at home.

CURTAIL SOME STAKE VALUES. 


Renewal of All Old Fixture® and 
Each Jockey Club Meet Every 
Obligation. 


SPORT IS STILL PROSPEROUS* 


R AOING over the tracks that are 
under the sanction and Jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Eastern Jockey Club 
began with the meeting of the 
Maryland Jockey Club at Pimlico April 
24 and continued without Interruption 
until November t, when the sport came 
to a ck»se both at Pimlico and the Aque¬ 
duct track of the Queens County Jockey 
Club During that time Jl.012.80® was 
distributed In prise money and the amount 
was divided among 390 different owners, 
of whom 149 won 11.000 and over. 

This la slightly under the amount of 
money that was raced for In the season 
of 1907, but when It Is considered what 
racing has gone through with its many 
persecutions the showing I* n remarkably 
good one As a matter ot fact, it repre¬ 
sents a loss to each association, but with 
the exception of the Empire Olty Racing 
Association each club met It* every obli¬ 
gation to horsemen, and altogether the 
racing reason was an Immensely popular 
and enjoyable one The Empire City Rac¬ 
ing Association had been assigned both 
summer and fall dates, but forfeited Its 
fall schedule, which would have brought 
the ra«1ng son son to November IS. the 
legal closing date for the sport In New 
York State 

Racing has been harassed to such an 
extent that each association was forced 
to re Jure the value of many prise*, but 
all of the Important races were revived 
and with fow exceptions they attracted 
the same fields, and the .sport wsa ss 
good as it would have been with the 
purses «>f many times their value. All the 
big handicaps ware put on a dead level 
erf »&.'•©•• guaranteed, end that was the 
figure for the Metropolitan. Brooklyn. 
Suburban. Empire City and the Saratoga 
Each of thoav races brought about Just 
as good a race as In the fioodtide of suc¬ 
res® for ruing when I25.v*>0 added was 
the figure for the big handicaps. 

Many Fixture® of Valtie. 

It was possible to reduce the enormous 
expenses of the sport by cutting these 
stakes, but there were many fixtures for 
which the associations became responsible 
before the lean times of racing. These 
stakes hod an advertised value that had 
to be made good and they were the races 
that made It Impossible for the balance to 
b*» on the right eld* of the ledger. 

The Westchester Racing Association, ar 
Belmont Pork, was one of the principal 
losers of the racing year by reason of 
theso fixtures. During Its spring session. 
In addition to the l&.OOb Metropollian 
Handicap, there was the Balmont of ISO. 
000 guaranteed, and worth I24.0M and fl.OM 
In plate, the Wither*, of 110,<**) added, 
worth 111.220: the National Stallion, of 
IA.0W added, nnd worth 113,153, and the 
ladles, of 85.000 added, and worth 86.K60. 
For Its fall meeting the some assoriston 
hod the Matron, with lte 86.000 added value 
for the colts, and a like value for the filly 


running. These races were worth 812.070 
for the colts and 88,760 for the fillies, while 
83.bio w-as added to both the t'hamplon 
Steeplechase and the Harbor Hill for the 
3-year-old Jumpers, to say nothing of va¬ 
rious races of 82.500 value. 

The Coney Island Jockey Club had a 
rich lot of these futures that wer*» de¬ 
cided at Sheepshead Bay. Of course then? 
was the 85.000 Suburban, then there was 
the Tidal of a guaranteed value of 833,010, 
and worth 815.600 to the winner, the Law¬ 
rence Realisation of 810.000 added, and 
worth 815.236. and the Mermaid, of 83.000 
added, and worth 84.000. These were all 
decided at the first meeting. At Its second 
meeting the richest stake was the Fu¬ 
turity. with its 810,000 added value, being 
worth 124.620 to James R. Keene’s Sweep, 
when he was returned the winner; tha 
Great KUly had 85.000 addled and was 
worth 87.436. and the Twin City Handicap 
had an added value of 83.000. 

• • • 

Brooklyn and Saratoga Expenses. 


Next came the Brooklyn Jockey Club at 
Gravesend, with a very considerable 
amount that had to be made up In races 
for which the entries had closed early. 
There a as the 85.000 Brooklyn Handicap, 
the Brooklyn Derby, of |5.u» added and 
worth 19.675. the Carlton, of 83.000 added 
and worth 84.96S. the Gazelle of 82,500 ad. 
ded and worth 84.186. to say nothing of 
some of lesser value. In the fall the prin¬ 
cipal stakes/yf the Brooklyn Jockey Club 
* ere the First Special of 83,000 guaran¬ 
teed and the Junior Champion and Ori¬ 
ental Handicap, each of a guaranteed 
value of 82,000. 

The Saratoga Association, though it at¬ 
tracted large crowds, and had an outward 
spues ranee of prosperity, had to dip Into 
Its funds to some extent for its fixtures. 
Beginning with Its 15.000 Saratoga Handi¬ 
cap. Its most expensive race wa* the flpln- 
away for fillies. This stake had a guar¬ 
anteed value of 810,000 and was worth 
M.oc# to the winner The Travers was a 
stake of 87.500 guaranteed and had a 
value of W.ono to the winner The Ala¬ 
bama. another filly stake, was of a guar¬ 
anteed value of 85.000, and the Hopeful, 
which was worth 817.000 to the * Inner, 
ccst the association 86.000 In added money 
The Saratoga Special is a sporting stake 
where the nominators race tor their own 
money, but to It the association added a 
piece of plate of the value of 82.500 The 
other smaller stakes had values ranging 
from 81.500 to 82.500. and altogether the as¬ 
sociation was decidedly liberal. 

Others Were Liberal. 

With the Westchester Racing Associa¬ 
tion. Coney Island J nr key Club, Brooklyn 
Jockey Club and the Saratoga Association 
the big tracks have been named, though 
there were other* that were liberal with- 
In their means. The Empire City Racing 
Association gave Its 15.000 Empire City 
Handicap and the Metropolitan Jockey 
Club, ot Jamaica, and the uueens County 
Jockey Club, of Aqueduct, hod a modest 
stake list. The Maryland Jockey Club, 
whose course at Pimlico was not reached 
by the laws of New York that sought it* 
kill the sport, was more liberal than ever 
before, and Ita purses are Included In the 
winning list, a* well as those of the va¬ 
rious hunt clubs that have held amateur 
meetings during the racing year 

An anktysln cf the snort from the first 
day to the last wilt show that racing la 

*t»il a very healthy sport, and the Jockey 
Club, as well a* the various associations, 
are to be complimented on its excellent 
conduct during 1909. 

Since the close of the season, the Court 
of Appeals In Albany ha*» upheld the race¬ 
tracks In their Interpretation of the laws 
and with that very signal victory th* 
horses have gone Into w)nt«r quarters 
Horsemen generally have an abiding fault 
In the early return of racing to all the 
glories that prevailed before it was so 
vlclcusly attacked, and at this time it is 
safe to predict that the season of 19M will 
see the beginning of Its rehabilitation. Ho 
sanguine are many of the farsee.ng turf¬ 
men and breeders that they are already 
making extensive and expensive arrange¬ 
ments for the coming season.

INCE the publication of my article 
In the Courier-Journal of Monday 
last It has been suggested by 
some of the former members of 
the Louisville and Eagle clubs that I 
write a supplementary article dealing 
with the old Louisville Club of 1860 and 
1868 and of Its many triumphs on the base¬ 
ball diamond of that period, writes 
Charle® Thruston Johnson. The Louisville 
club of that date was composed of young 
men. many of whom are now living and 
who occupy high positions In mercantile 
and public life. Home of the old members 
though have passed to the "Great Be¬ 
yond.” and of the number 1 remember the 
names of James 6. Lyman, Roman Brow- 
Inakl. Alex Booth. Lorry Robinson, Wil¬ 
liam R. Johnson. John A. Haldoman and 
FTenk Walworth. The latter two, I be¬ 
lieve. were members of the Eagle club be¬ 
fore It was merged Into the Louisville. 

The Louisville club was a very strong 
amateur organization, and about the pe¬ 
riod mentioned played all of the prom¬ 
inent dubs of this country—the Mutual* 
of New York, the Forest City of Rock¬ 
ford. 111., and the Nationals of Washing¬ 
ton. The latter was the first professional 
club the Louisville club ever played, and 
the game was won by the National ciab 
at the old Cedar Hill Bark, at Fourth and 
Oak streets, sometime during liie year Ukff. 
A prize was presented by the Nationals of 
Washington to the player with the beet 
individual record during the game. Theo¬ 
dore Tracy, catcher of the Loulavllle cldb. 
won the prize. It wa* a gold ball, with 
the names of the clubs and the date of the 
game engraved upon It. 

The Louisville club also won a silver 
trophy, which 1 remember was on exhi¬ 
bition in the window of George Blanch¬ 
ard’s store at Second and Main streets for 
some time. 1 do pot recall from whom It 
was won. It waa customary In those days 
for the losing club to present the hall 
played with to the winner, and the bail 
was glided with the names of the clubs 
and scores and the date of the game 
painted thereon. 

There are a number of the original tro¬ 
phy balls of the old Louisville club now 
in the possession of Percy Booth, of this 
city. The balls are gilded and show the 
following dates of th© games In which 
they were won by the Ixmlsvllle Club: 

July 22. 1865—Louisville 55 runs, Olympic 
14. played at Louisville.

Deadly Toll During Present Season 


Ghastly Tale of Gridiron Shows Twenty-nine Killed and 
2C9 Crippled, and Scores Hovering On the 
Brink of Death. 


Chicago, Nov. 20.—<Sp«clal.)—Football 
has claimed Us annual toll. Twenty-nine 
dead and 200 crippled, many for life, and 
scorea still hovering on tho brink of 
death In the surgical wards of hospitals 
throughout the land. That’s the grim, 
ghastly tale of the gridiron covering a 
period of sixty-seven days. 

Following is a summary of football's 
deadly toll during 1909:

The open gnme, hailed to be sans bru¬ 
tality by college enthusiasts, wrought 
fearful havoc. Twentv-two of the dead 
were schoolboys under 20 years of age. 
Six college men, properly trained for the 
bruising encounters, were sacrllled. while 
only one member of an athletic club or 
semi-professional team was placed on the 
altar.

Players Maimed and Dying. 

Of the 209 players maimed, paralyzed 
and dying from the effects of the injuries 
sustained. Ift5 are wearers of Killege col¬ 
ors. The giants selected from near and 
far for the perilous pastime, conditioned 
und trained to the "pink” of perfection 
for smashing contests, were forced to 
bear the brunt of the Injuries. Thirty- 
nine schoolboys, many of them under 15 
years of age. assisted In swelling the 
grewemne total, while only Ave semi- 
pro players were reported In the list of 
cripples- 

As desth after death was chronicled In 
various parts of the country drastic steps 
were taken to blot out the game. Parent* 
rushed to the legislators In their respect¬ 
ive States and urged that luws be 
created prohibiting the continuance of 
football. The figures this year are ap¬ 
palling. when compared to tne count reg¬ 
istered at the windup of the 1908 battles. 
Kievan young Americans gave up their 
lives on lh« gridiron lost year and 304 
sustained Injuries.

Many Injured Players Suocumbed. 

Many of the Injured player* later suc¬ 
cumbed to their hurts. Many were borne 
away to Insane asylums. Last year the 
college folk defended ihe open style of 
football, claiming that the Injuries and 
deaths were due to the inexperience of 
participants In the game. With another 
year In which to become familiarized 
with the new ethics the toll has Increased 
rather than fallen away, according to the 
football sages ^ ,, 

In the small towns where football 
claimed a victim timid parents, educa¬ 
tional leaders and the clergy took up a 
great hue and cry against the brutal ty 
of the game. .Sometimes the Injuries 
have been purely accidental but the ma¬ 
jority of them aro duo to lack of training 
or too much training Ofttlmes the acci¬ 
dent follows when a small man Is un¬ 
equally pitted against a powerful strop¬ 
ping athlete with distressing effects to 
the smaller man. 

Veteran followers of football lay great 
Atress upon the folly of permitting injured 
players In the game. Frequently the 
crippled "star" tulqks he 1* showing th« 
white feather If he consents to give up 
the battle w’htle In disabled condition. 

Georgetown University Is one of the 
latest bis institutions to abolish Tooths 1 ! 
The faculty in notifying tho athletic asso¬ 
ciation that ths game will not be tol¬ 
erated let It be known that t>roh bitlon 
was not for all time, hut would he raised 
when the contests could h* conducted 
without danger to life or limb Had It 
not been for a schedule arranged last 
year the faculty probably would have 
taken the drastic action at the com¬ 
mencement of the term.

Rule* Well Established. 


"Repeated decision of the purpos*- and 
the meaning of this acl have established 
by controlling authority beyond debate In 
thla tribunal these pertinent rules for Its 
Interpretation and application to the facts 
of thla case.

Is Us direct and necessary effect upon 
competition In Interstate or International 
commerce. If the necessary effect of a 
contract, combination or conspiracy Is to 
stifle, or directly and substantially to re¬ 
strict. free competition tn commerce 
among the States or with forefgn nations. 
It Is a contract, combination or con¬ 
spiracy In restraint of that trade and it 
violates this law.

Charter Amended In 1890. 


"Jn that year the defendant, the Stand¬ 
ard Oil Company, of New Jersey, a cor¬ 
poration, was one of the twenty compa¬ 
nies The par value ©f it* capital stock 
was *10,000.000. Ita charter was then so 
amended that it was empowered to do all 
kinds of mining, manufacturing, finding 
and transportation huMtnet*. to acquire, 
hold. vote. s«dl and assign shares of capi¬ 
tal stock and to carry on Its business in 
all parts of the world. 

Its capital stock was Increased to *100.- 
006,000 and the stock of the other nine¬ 
teen companies was exchanged for the 
stock of the Standard Oil Uomp«ny ot 
New Jersey, so that the latter company 
amended to the legal title to the major¬ 
ity of the stock of tile nineteen companies 
and thereby to the management and con¬ 
trol of those companies and of all tha 
companies wiiiqh they controlled.

Tho principal company by means of this 
trust and the commanding volume of the 
oil business which It acquired thereby, se¬ 
cured, and It ha* since exercise^ and is 
using the power to prevent competition 
between the companies In control; to fix 
for them the purchase price of the crude 
oil, the rates for its transportation and 
the selling prices of its products. It has 
prevented, and is preventing, any com¬ 
petition In Interstate and International 
commerce in petroleum and it* products 
betwrtm It* subsidiary companies and be 
tween those companies and Itself. 

The United States charged In its hill 
that between 16£» and 1679 the seven indi¬ 
vidual defendants conspired to restrain 
Interstate and InternationnJ commerce In 
petroleum and its products, that they 
combined with each othsr and with nu¬ 
merous corporations and partnerships 
named and by It the union of competing 
companies, by the trust of 1879. by the 
trust of 1«2 and by the formation and 
operation of the stockholding trust of 1690. 
they have restrained and sre still re¬ 
straining that commerce.

When One-third May Control. 

Attention I* cliallenged to tho fact that 
these defendant* constitute only seven 
of about 6.000 etockholdcis of ths princi¬ 
pal company and only seven of lu fifteen 
directors, and they own but* little more 
ttian one-third of ItsVtock. ami It Is con¬ 
tended that no adequate proof has been 
preaeuted that they are. or were In 1906. 
when the bill w*u* filed, controlling or di¬ 
recting the operations of the principal or 
subsidiary corporation* or operating the 
stockholding trust of 1896. 

But a third of the stock of a great 
corporation when the remainder Is scat¬

Whether or not their transactions consti¬ 
tuted a violation of the common law Is a 
question much discussed which it Is un¬ 
necessary to determine In this case. 

However that muy be. the acts of the 
defendants and the effect of theJr trans- 
nctlons In the conduct of th* oil trade 
prior to July 2. 1890, which If done there¬ 
of tor would have constituted a violation 
of the low of that date, arc competent 
and material evidence of tbe dominant 
purpose and the probable effect of their

The Beal Question. 

"Laying out of view tha acts of the de¬ 
fendants prior to July 2. 180t>, except as 
evidence of their purpose of their con¬ 
tinuing conduct and Its effect, do the 
stockholding truat cf 1S99. and its con¬ 
tinuing operation constitute an illegal re¬ 
straint of Interstate or internal tonal com¬ 
merce In violation of the ontt-trust aot 
of I860? 

“The purpose of this statute was to 
keep tho rates of transportation and the 
prices of articles in Interstate and interna¬ 
tional commerce open to free competi¬ 
tion. Any contract hi combination of 
two or moir jovrtle* whereby the control 
of such rates or prices l* taken from 
separate competitors in that trade and 
vested in a person or an association of

competitive if they had been owned by 
different individuals or different gnmps 
of Individuals. . , 

"Thus the principal company In iK»9. 
owned and operated several refineries In 
New Jersey. West Virginia and Maryland, 
which in the year 1906 had a . apacity of 
19.8M.900 barrels of crude oil yearly. The 
Standard Oil Company, of New York, pne 
of the subsidiary companies. o*msd 
uDieted several rrflnerle* In th# State of 
New York, which In the year 1906 hsd n 
capacity of 6.7S7.060 barrels yearly Tl»e*e 
companies drew much of the crude oil 
which they refined from and marketed 
much of their products beyond the lim¬ 
its of the State In which their refinenee 

were located. •

Stock Transferred. 


Tho majority of the *tock of ths New 
York company and of eighteen other cor¬ 
poration* engaged in different branches of 
the production, manufacture and sale of 
petroleum and Us products were conveyed 
to the New Jersey company In exchange 
for its stock and the latter has ev*r since 
controlled and operated all these corpora¬ 
tion* and those which they controlled and 
lues prevented them from competing with 
it or with each other. 

•In the Northern Securities case. HIM 
and Morgan and their aMOcUtes acquired 
the control of a majority of the voting 
»tock of the two competitive railway com- 
{•onler and. by mean* of that ownership. 
t«V powor to prevent them from actually 
compelling This group of stockholder# 
subsequently transferred their controlling 
interest In the stock of eaoh of th<?»* 
companies to the Northern Securities 
Company In exchange for 116 etock. and 
and the Supreme Court decided that this 
transaction constituted a combination In 
restraint of commerce among the States 
and affirmed a decree of this court which 
enjoined ths continuance of Its operation 
The defendants and their associates ac¬ 
quired tha control of a majority of the 
etock of more than thirty corporatlona 
many of which were potentially and nat¬ 
urally competitive, prevented their com¬ 
petition by means of this ownership and 
then by the transfer of ths stock of nine¬ 
teen of them to the principal company tn 
exchange for its stock, placed In thht 
company the control and management of 
all of them If It was a violator, of the 
anti-trust art to combine th* control or 
competitive corporations In a third In the 
cose of th* Northern Securities Company 
why was It not as much a violation of ft 
to combine the control of ten or twenty or 
thirty of the corporations in one of th< 
imoer in tho case in hand.

The Defendant’s Amrwecr. 


The defendant’* answer (Ona) because 
these corporations w«r* not competitors 
and had not been such since 1670, (two) 
because the stockholder* of ths principal 
company were the Joint owners of the 
stock of the subsidiary companies and 
had tbe right to convey their stock in 
the latter to the former in trust for them, 
selves, and Congresn w«,i without power 
to restrict their acquisition, their method 
of holding or their disposition of their 
title to their property or their us* of It; 
(three* because the corporations who** 
stock was vested In a holding compauy 
in the Northern Securities Company** 
case were railway companies which were 
charged with the discharge of public du- 
tiee, their performance of whlon was pe¬ 
culiarly subject to regulation by th# na¬ 
tion and the Slate, while the corporation* 
whose stock was vegted In the Standard 
Oil Company to tnls case were private 
corporation*, and (four) because If any 
restraint of trade resulted frotn the trust 
of 1S99 it was neither direct.

Finds Against Ail Four.

The court finds against the defendants 
on all these propositions. 

Continuing, the opinion says: 

"The contention that Congress has no 
power to restrict the acquisition, the 
method of holding the title, the dlspost 
lion and the use of property, was forcibly 
urg*d upon the attention of the courts In 
many forms In the case of ths Northern 
Securities Company, but the answer to It 
was, as ft must be here, that no question 
of the mere acquisition or method of 
holding or of disposition of th* title to 
property was there, or Is herein Issued, 
that the question there was. as It Is here, 
whether a certain method of holding the 
stocks, which control several corpora¬ 
tions. may be used to prevent competi¬ 
tion between them in Interstate and inter, 
national trade. And Congress has plenary 
and Indisputable power under the com¬ 
mercial clause of the Constitution to re¬ 
strict and regulate the use of every In¬ 
strumentality employed In interstate or 
international commerce, so far as It may 
b* necessary to do so In order to prevent 
the restraint thereof denounced oy 
anti-trust act of 1690.

Congress H as Ample Power. 

"It Is true that railway corporations 
owe duties to the public which do not rest 
upon trading, manufacturing and private 
transportation companies, such as the 
duty to operate continually their railroads 
for transportation at reasonable rates, 
but Ithe power of Congress to regulate 
Interstate and foreign commerce and the 
exertion of that power manifested In th* 
antl-t(u*t act embrace all person* and 
corporations engsged In such commerce 
as is amply Illustrated In the various ap¬ 
plications of the act which have been 
made In the several decisions here cited. 
The mischief against which that law was 
leveled Is not le.** threatening from a 
vast combination of private corporations 
Owning and using in Insterstate and for¬ 
eign commerce property worth hundred! 
of millions of dollars, than from a com¬ 
bination of ra!t%vay companies 

"The act makes no distinction between 
them; It/excepts neither class, and wh*re 
Congress has made no exception It Is not 
the province of the courts to do eo. No 
countervailing reason overcomes thee* 
considerations, and the vesting of the ma- 
orlty of the stock of many potentially 
competitive corporations engaged In In¬ 
terstate commerce In a holding company, 
which would he violative of th* anti-trust 
act. U made by the stockholders of rail¬ 
way companies of that character, must 
be subject to the condemnation of the 
statute."

Tho Conclusion. 


J® conclusion the court says; 

"That the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey, the seven Individual de¬ 
fendants and all of the subsidiary de¬ 
fendant cqmpanle* engaged In commerce 
In petroleum or Its products among th* 
Mates or with foreign nstloos controlled 
by the principal company, have entered 
into and are operating a combination or 
conspiracy In restraint of trade and 
commerce among the several States such 
aa is denounced as Illegal by section 1 
of the anti-trust act of July 2 . 1890. and 
have combined and conspired to monopo¬ 
lixe. have secured thereby an unlawful 
monopoly of. and are combining and con- 
*ptriftg to continue to monopolixe a *ub* 
Manual part of the Interstate and Inter¬ 
national commerce tn violation of sec¬ 
tion 2 of that act; that th* Standard Oil 
Company of N*w Jersey be enjoined from 
voting the stock In any other defendant 
companies which It acquired by virtu* of 
that combination and from exercising or 
attempting to exercise any control, direc¬ 
tion. supervision or influence over the 
acts of any of these companies by virtue 
of Its holding of the stuck and power se¬ 
cured througn that combination; that the 
other defendant companies which ore par¬ 
ties to the combination be enjoined from 
declaring or paying any dividends to tho 
Standard Oil Company on account of 
any Mock acquired by it through that 
combination, from permitting that com¬ 
pany to vote such stock or to direct the 
policy of any of said companies, or to 
exorcise any control whatsoever over

So on that 
account we walked about ten feet apart 
so as not to fail on each other. Th© 
last Tall-ln* nearly blocked th© pas 
sage, and we had to worm our way 
through a long aperture ocarcwly big 
enough to hold ue^ We were dread¬ 
fully weak, for we had breathed much 
poison. Then we saw the rescuers 
who had come down. There \va# no 
cheering We Just sat down and 
let them take care of us. That was 
all.

A Rescuer’s Story.

One of the leaders of the rescuing 
gang was David E. Powell, mine super 
Intendent of Brace vllle. III. Powell, a 
tall, muscular, ruddy-cheeked old man. 
with Iron-gray hair, went on duty at 7 
a. m. His story follows: 

"We were going along what Is known 
as the second south entry, or gallery 
and were passing a gallery shooting off 
from this known as the second west, 
when stopping for a moment. 1 heard 
some pounding and what Bounded to me 
Ilk© a faint voice. I turned to lh© fel 
lows and Maid.’ Listen, I thought I 
heard a voice then. Maybe It Is eorne 
of the fellows still alive.* 

"Wt listened again and what ap¬ 
peared to be the voice and the pounding 
continued. At that we started at a brisk 
pace to where we thought the men were, 
and found there an obstruction. Before 
we had the obstruction down we knew 
for certain live rnen were behind It. for 
we called and talked to them repeatedly 
One of the men behind the obstruction 
happened to be an Italian who used to 

work for jne.

-We Ain’t Deed Yet.” 


"He called out. 'Hello, Mr Davie,' os 
he always cAlled me, 'you see we ain’t 
dead yet.' In another minute w« were 
all clasped in each other’s arms. The 
men we took out from this place were 
the first two* to reach The surface and 
were apart from those rescued later." 

From suvlvors who were seen, the 
highest praise for fortitude and leader¬ 
ship is accorded William Clelland. 
Twice daily. Clelland. who Is a staunch 
church man. conducted rellgiouH serv¬ 
ices. his favorite hymn, the words of 
even some of the foreigners picked 
picked up, parrot-llke was "Abide With 
Me." 

Twice to-day Clelland’* rich Scotch 
burr arose In the dark cavern with th© 
grand consoling words: „

Twice daily Clelland likewise delivered 
a blunt, stout-hearted sermon, cheer¬ 
ing up the faltering men.

Others have 
been shut off from th© light of day ns 
we ore and tn God’s good time come out 
alive," Is the way one of his semions 
Is quoted. 

"The Lord Is with us. even here, and 
great Is His mercy." Then followed th© 
Lord’s Prayer Invariably.

Prayer Is Offered. 


Fortunately the prisoner still had a 
practically unimpaired plug .of tobacco. 
From this he extracted all the nourish¬ 
ment ‘ possible and then swallowed the 
quid. This dkt kept his stpmach in no 
feverish a condition that for three days 
that th© supply lasted h© ©xperienced 
practically no pangs of hunger. The 
leather band of his cap was next preen 
ed Into service as a substitute for the 
tobacco, and as a destroyer of appetite 
served quite, as well as tobacco. His 
gloves followed. 

"It wasn't very sustaining," said 
Semmerlch. "and I got pretty weak, 
but It was better than being hungry’ »U’ 
the time."

Clelland’a Story. 


William Clelland, one of the sur 
vlvors, after drinking a bowl of south 
appeared non©-th© worse for his ex¬ 
perience. 

"We made the moot of our situation.' 
he said, sitting In the car and eur 
rounded by nurses. "A© soon oa we 
discovered fir© last Saturday and tlfnt 
there was no hope of escape we i 
treated to a *mf© place where water 
could b© found. Fortunately some of 
the timbers behind us burned out and 
this let earth and rooks fail down, cut¬ 
ting us off from the heat and gas How 
the time went we do not know. Wc 
must have been unconscious part of 
the time. 

"I remomber soon after w*e were 
shut In of drinking great quantities of 
th© seep*!© that had dripped down Into 
the gutter and eating my lunch. After 
that some of us pulled dft the bark 
and began chewing It.

Did Not Realixe Condition. * 


"W© did not realize how serious was 
our position, In fact, some of th© men 
spent the time joking, and said they 
wished they hod a pack of cards. It 
w*aa after we had drank up all the wa¬ 
ter and the seepage had run dry that 
we began to pound on the wall to cause 
more to drop down. Boon after this wc 
heard voices, and on© of our men wild: 
'At last they are coming aiter qs.’ We 
could hear them digging on the other 
side of th© rock and dirt which filled 
up the passage and soon a little hole 
was seen at tho top and the gleam of 
the torches came through. 

"Our 'first question was: 'Is it Sun« 
day or Monday.’ A* a matter of fhet 
most of us thought it was Sunday and 
that we had been in th© min© only 
about twenty-four hour*"

Bank of Black Damp. 

The difficulty In reaching the east 
side was said to be due to a bank of 
black damp between the main shaft 
and th© baxrlcade erected by the men 
imprisoned In this section. The delay 
In thla exploration was due to the fact 
that it was necessary to prepare th© 
oxygen helmets. 

Of tho twenty-one men found tn the 
south gallery* twelve were too weak to 
brave sudden exposure to the air. Food 
was taken down to them. 

George SlemRz, another of the res¬ 
cued, answered th© clamorous greetings 
of his friends with an explanation or 
the Incldqpt uppermost in hi* mind 
th© loss of his dlnnerpail. When the 
fir© broke out Biemltz rushed for the 
shaft, but was driven back. He fell 
over a prostrate mule, losing the din¬ 
ner pall, which later became of more 
valu© to him than all the banquets 
served In the world during the week. 

Willlam Clelland’* wife and baby 
were brought to the cAr. He was calm 
and his first request, made of a fireman, 
was for a cigarette

"With a shout we Jumped over and 
met them, throwing our arms around 
their necks and aJmost lifting them from 
their feet. Their Joy was Inexprexsable. 
They pounded us on our bAcks and con¬ 
tinued to laugh and cry aloud until th<» 
whole place reverberated with the cheer¬ 
ing. 

"W© wanted to carry the men to the 
hoisting shaft In our arms, but they in¬ 
sisted they were strong and well enough 
to walk out themselves. The only trouble 
was they were practically blinded by 
the torchllgTtt. We threw blankets over 
their heads and started to escort them.

At a late hour to-night Dr. Week* 
one of the physicians In charg© of the 
survivors, said: 

"I have taiked with all of the rescued 
men. They say they are convinced many 
are still allv©, but It would be Impossi¬ 
ble to estimate how many. There may 
be fifty or a hundred, or there may he 
leas. It seems that the men are scat¬ 
tered In all parts of the mine. If the 
others have barricaded themselves as 
these did, they ar© still eafe. 

"At 10 o'clock the men coming up 
from below said they had heard signal* 
In distant parts but these sections arc 
still cut off by obstructions. Some, how¬ 
ever. are within reach and or© being 
given medical attention. They will b© 
brought up &« rapidly as possible.”

etors to "falsely state, to whomsoever 
may Inquire, that the persona whose 

names were asstfened to such places, re¬ 
spectively. actually resided there. Not 

finding's aufficlcnt number of such place* 
to answer their purpose, a large number 
of names were assigned * by said con- 
eDirator* to house* without the knowl¬ 
edge unil consent of the owners and oc¬ 
cupant*. and a large number of names 
wore assigned to vacant house* and to 
vacant lots upon which there were no 
houses or ottier habitation.

Says NonreeideuLs Registered. 


Having thu* arranged tho exact false 
and fictitious names which the said con¬ 
spirators intended and designed to false¬ 
ly plaoe upon the registration books, 
they, the. said conspirator*, employed 
larga number* of men of the most dl*- 
rcpuiable character living in said city, 
and Imported Into said city large num¬ 
bers of men of like character from other 
cities, with the Intent that such persons 
should go to the polling places in the 
various precincts In said city, where the 
registration was to be held, ami falsely 
pretend Dial they were the persons,whose 
nsmo> had thus been selected, and falsely 
pretend that they resided at the places 
whet* such names had been so as afore¬ 
said assigned. 

On both of said registration days such 
person* so employe*! by said conspirators,

Tho noted medium reached 
hero in a steamship from Italy to give 
a series of seances In which tables 
aro supposed to move of their own ac¬ 
cord, white hands to emerge from tho 
walla while her own fingers are (Irmly 
held and disconnected heads to smile 
out of the half darkness, says the New 
York Herald. 

Scientists connected with learned so¬ 
cieties have considered her perform¬ 
ances, and many of them, such as Lom- 
l>roao C&mtUo Flaxnmarlon and Sir Ol¬ 
iver Lodge, have actually be**n con- 
vfheed that she possesses an abnormal 
power. Aa times she has been detected 
In fraud, and she has blandly admit¬ 
ted It yet all the confessions have not 
shaken the belief af certain savants 
that she is capable of accomplishing 
the wonders which they have seen, and 
with tho aid of somo agency beyond 
human ken. 

Arrangements are being made with 
duo solemnity to test h#*r prowess, a 
procedure which all© contemplates with 
apparent Indifference. The learn#*! men 
have* for twenty years been Inves¬ 
tigating and even acknowledging that 
whllo she will play tricks occasionally 
In a crass materialistic way there is 
much which they cannot understand. 
Her manner Is easy and indifferent. 
What cares she? 

She Is at present living with an 
Italian family In the lower part of the 
city, where she can find sodluslon and 
also such delicacies as appeal to her 
Latin palate She wonders why the 
elevated makes so much noise; is vast¬ 
ly entertained by the gymnasts at the 
Hippodrome, and looks In wonder at th#* 
skyscrapers Her Idea of training for 
a grvrtt battle with science Is nut In 
accordance with the accepted standards 
of the ring. She Is more than vaguely 
conscious that her gift has a money 
value and she Is neglecting no oppor¬ 
tunity for thrift, but she does not seem 
to bo In training.

Many have passed Eusapia Palladino 
In the streets of New York without be¬ 
ing Impressed by her. Bhe seems at 
first a middle aged woman far she Is 
63 years old, without much concern In 
life excopt to be comfortable.^ She 
would never be selected as & Wlch of 
Endor. Her form Is stout and short. 
In repose her fact* Is expressionless and 
proclaims a peasant lineage. It is when 
she talks, however, that what there is 
out of the ordinary In her appearance 
becomes manifest. Her features light 
up as though from some Inner rays and 
strange wrinkles pursuing each other 
convert what was a mask Into a coun¬ 
tenance d*vply marked by life Her 
eye* twinkle as though she found th;* 
l#affllng of tho learned a diverting thing 
Her face seems absolutely plastic, so 
wonderfully are its muscles in control 
of the nerves. 

It may be that she Is a fesrural con¬ 
tortionist who ts able in the twipkJing 
of an eye to change from youth to ago. 
And as she talks her hands come into 
full play. They are very small, while her 
wrists are so thin that they seem to 
have been especially constructed for 
the purpose of wriggling in and out of 
knotted ropes. With hands and armit 
like that, many a magic.an would con¬ 
sider that he had a valuable equipment 
These are the hands which the savants 
report that they hold while tables are 
lifted In olr and boreal breeses blow 
Eusapia Palladino Is not a woman to 
talk much of her art. calling or what¬ 
ever she would be please! to term It if 
she wero sufficiently Interested In it to 
name it. She seems to have no intel¬ 
lectual concern about the problem of 
spirillum. As she said a day or so ago 
to the newspaper men. she has not her¬ 
self witnessed the most striking of the 
phenomena for which she is herrelf re¬ 
sponsible. These things take place, she 
aaavrts, when she Is In a deep trance.

“John M Not Strong. 

Some of the minor happenings, such 
as table tipping and the* raps of spirits 
on the wood In nccordanc#* with a code, 
she knows all about, for she has Joked 
with her sitters about them In her light 
trances when she professes to be lij 
control of herself. She has some con¬ 
cern as to Just how much the spirits 
which hover about her us supposed to 
lift. Her principal control, according 
to her story. Is ’’John.” who was intro¬ 
duced to her by a medium In Rome. If 
•‘John’* does the lifting ho Is not so 
very strong at times, for yesterday 
Eusapia personally supervised the re¬ 
construction of the table ho Is to lift 
She objected to the metal bracen which 
were used In strengthening It, Although 
they were fashioned of aluminum, and 
saw to St that w'ood was substitute i. 
The cabinet In which she lu to alt at the 
beginning of the proceedings, at least, 
and the four or five degrees of light 
which may be obtained by various me¬ 
chanical means, were considered for tho 
convenience of her spirit guide. 

Her signals with the w*»rld beyond 
are conducted after the mo»t primitive 
fashion. Three raps mean ”Yes” and 
four "No.** Seven indicate that the 
sitting is over. Therefore long dis¬ 
courses from high prL*sta and ripper^ 
ora and kings oeyond the veil are not 
to be expec%*L She may be termed a 
physical medium, ns distinguished from 
those psychics who summon spirits to 
talk on abtruae themes. If tho atmos- 

f >hcre of the country N* conducive to 
tor performance the agility of "John" 
and hla associates will be distinguished 
more by deeds than by words. 

The medium's coming henr* was the 
result of a visit to Italy of Mr. Hero- 
ward Oirrlr.gton, w-ho was one of o 
commltto* of throe sent last year by tho 
British Society of PvychJcal Research 
to study her methods. He was greatly 
Impressed by many of her feats, which 
he believes to be genuine, and gradually 
gained her confidence to such an extent 
that she agreed to come to this coun¬ 
try, although she had declined many 
opportunities of doing so In previous 
years. Mr. Carrington then obtained 
subscriptions for * series of fifteen 
rasuweH. at each of which were to be 
present no raort than six persons. In¬ 
cluding himself. The cost of partici¬ 
pating in a glimpse of the occult In 
tide w*ay Is 150 an evening for every 
person concerned, except such expert 
magicians and m»'ti of scimice a.n may 
b«* Inched to put the powers of Eu- 
fcapla to the proof.

Interested In the further proceedings are 
Prof. James H. Hyslup. of the American 
Society for Pyschlcnl Research; Prof. 
William Jninca. of Harvard, Prof. Hugo 
tf unsLerbcrg and others who haw* de¬ 
voted much of their lime to th#» Inver- 
tlgiUlon of tho mysteries of tho human 
mind. 

Intellectually the content between Eu- 
sapla Palladino and her Inquisitors will 
bo unequal. She was born In poverty 
and has little education. She speaks 
Italian, a little French and a modicum 
of English. Sho has developed some¬ 
what. on account of her experiences with 
Invnstlgators carried ‘Hi through the 
last twenty years. Tho scleirtlst* of 
Europe discovered her, and If she is de¬ 
ceiving them «»ntlrely she does It with 
an air of all humility. 

*My first Idea." said she. Bust week, 
“that l had these powers was when I 
saw table# and choir# moving about me 
when I was dusting, and my frlenda 
Chen persuaded mo to be examined by 
tbe professors. 

Her first test was in 1872, and then 
for a time she abandoned any idea of 
being u medium until, os sho said, she 
was told by the Mayor to show that 
she had not lost her power. Her Intro, 
ductlon to thy scientific world was in 
1888. when Professor Chiala wrote a 
latter to the late Professor Ceqpre 
Lomhroso, distinguished alienist and 
criminologist, calling his attention to 
wundt rful seances which had been con¬ 
ducted by this ignorant peasant woman. 
Lomhroso three years lat«r acknowl¬ 
edged In a public letter that he had 
been converted to a belief lu th powers 
of Palladino, albeit he admitted It with 
"confusion and regret."

Scientists At Sea 


This brought about the elaborate In¬ 
vestigation of 1892, concerning which 
many volumes have been written, and 
the formation of a committee of pro¬ 
fessors In the University of Milan, 
under tho direction of Professor Schia¬ 
parelli. Similar Investigation* were 
conducted a year later at Naples* and 
the name* of the scientists who have 
contributed their studies of this re¬ 
markable woman Is legk'n. 

It was at Milan that the startling Im¬ 
port of the feats of Eusapia were first 
reported. While the professors were 
holding both the woman’s hands—ac¬ 
cording to thetr idea at least—another 
hand. & cold and moist one. cxine out 
from the curtains of the cabinet and 
touched them Eusapia asked that one 
of the Investigators lean over toward 
her and as he did so he felt a firm 
grasp of two chilly fingers at the hair 
at the back of bis n«H!k and several vig¬ 
orous twitches.

Sir Oliver Lodge had many interest¬ 
ing sitting*, at one of which a music 
box responding supposedly to the con¬ 
trol of Eu&spla discoursed metallic 
melodies. A report embodied In the 
Journal of the Society of Psychical Re¬ 
search has been frequently quoted on 
that Interesting proceeding 

The medium was holding tho English 
scientist’s hands ut the time, when tbe 
doors of the music box began to flap 
and finally opened. Then came th© re¬ 
frain. to the time of which Eusapia 
waved the hands of Sir Oliver, with 
which ho had clasped her*. After tbai 
Prof. Meyers, w*ho ivas also of the com¬ 
pany. was astonished to find tbe music 
box on his head. She later seemed to 
move plates and objects without going 
near them and water was poured by.in¬ 
visible hands. 

One of the favorite entertainments of 
tho medium Is to cause casts of spirit 
faces to be made, and a book has been 
written devoted to this phase of her 
art. The spook a arc supposed to im¬ 
press their features In clay or soft wax 
while Eusapia sits In the dark with 
her hands tied)or In the custody of 
somo Investigator. It must be admit¬ 
ted that moat of these impressions of 
the spirit world have something about 
them which suggests the physiognomy 
of Eusapia, arid her own fsxe seems 
wonderfully well adopted for quick 
changes. If she In some peculiar way 
Is able to make these interesting mod¬ 
els It Is considered that she should 
at least receive credit for unparalleled 
dexterity. 

On© of the uncannle*t. of the feats 
of Eu*Aptn Palladino I* the apparent 
power which she has of causing a cold 
breex© to blow out of a scar on her 
forehead. When she was a child she 
fell ana received a painful Injury on 
tho head. The wound Was long in heal-\ 
tng and It 1? believed that there Is 
some communication through It. The 
air current. It is said, may be felt with 
the hands, and it will set in motion 
JJrreads or feather* placed within range 
A thermometer which is held in the 
current will record a fail of three de¬ 
grees, according to tho report of Mr. 
Farrington and «otb©r* When the 
mouth and the noso of the medium are 
covered up the bre-exe will blow out the 
folds of a small tissue paper fiag. 

Mr. Carrington. In a recent article In 
McClure’s Magazine, reports u num¬ 
ber of sitting* with the medium In the 
course of which objects were constantly 
falling about him and hi*c fellow In¬ 
vestigators while they wero engaged 
In the prosaic occupation of going over 
their notes with a stenographer. The 
spirit* are always playing prank® 
where Eusanla is to be found. Curtains 
which usually hang tint are sent out in 
eddying winds, although th© windows 
back of them are cUk- -d, ajb! even the 
hanging* of cabinets arc converted into 
sail*. All the breexe* which are con¬ 
cerned In these mysteries are as cold 
us though they had passed over Ice.

Widows Play Part In His¬ 
tory From Early Days.

SOME LEADERS IN CONQUESt. 


The reign of the widow is an ancient 
sovereignty, and one that has con¬ 
tinued throughout tbe centuries. And 
widows as a type show much that is 
signal and suiient In their bereaved 
personalities. Somt of them mAy suf 
fer in silence, but by far ths great* 
number glvo awns of a keen brain, a 
strong will, and a distinct Individual¬ 
ity. says a writer In the London Mall 

History proves that widows have 
founded kingdoms, made' wars—they 
seldom or ever stopped tb«*m—and have 
ruled by right cMvlnc in th© worlds of 
art* science, politics and literature. In¬ 
deed. in some cases a widow has held 
the power of life and death, hs> 
chunged dynasties, and altered the rtuip 
of continents. For grief seems In no 
way to put a curb on pride, ambition 
and force of character. 

On th© other hand, sorrow may soft¬ 
en and elevate. A few widows have at- 
taJn#*] SHinltfhtfp while In many In¬ 
stances a widow has ruled wisely and 
well, and done the best of good deed^ 
in her day and generation. 

K*>: ul widows seem putds in a mas¬ 
terful mold, and when not the actual 
sovereign have often ruled their coun¬ 
tries with success as regents. Que«*n 
Dido, who dates from 843 B. C.. Is said 
to have founded the City of Carthag-* 
And anent this business she mad 
what we moderns style a good ’’deal,* 
for bought from the King of Numl- 
<tia ax much land as could be covered 
by h bullock’s hhle; but as soon as 
the bargain was concluded she cut th* 
hide into small thongs and thus Inclos 
ed a big piece of ground, on which sl>* 
built her ancient capital. 

Thru Semlramls made her mark aa a 
widow when the world was young. So* 
comes on the scene as the wife of Nlnu»* 
th#» mythical founder of Nineveh, and 
nfter her husband's death reigned for 
forty-two years, and went down to 
fame as tho conqueror of Persia, LI by in 
and Ethiopia. 

Among other royal widows who have 
ruled with a high hand and who owned 
many masculine attributes are Mar¬ 
garet. Queen of Denmark, Catherine d** 
Medlcd, Anne of Austria and Marin 
Theresa of Austria; also Cathertne I 
and Catherine II. of Russia who both 
reigned right Royally during their 
widowhoods. 1 

Margaret. Queen of Denmark, when 
a youthful "relict." was by right Qy*cn 
of Norway and also of Denmark. In 
1388 she annexed Sweden, and for over 
twenty years ruled her three kingdom* 
with splendid success, 

Catherine de Medici, has gone dow n 
to infamy os a clever woman with a 
shortage of conscience. She wo© thi 
wife of a King of France and the 
mother of three French sovereigns, 
with, n« an extra, one of her sons as 
King of Poland.

Nov. 30.—Premier Brtand, In 
the Chamber of Deputies to-day, In¬ 
directly replied to the address of tlie 
.Pope, made on 7'huraday last before a 
body of French pilgrims. In which the 
Pope declared that Franco was making 
war against the church with the aim 
of undermining the basts of Christian¬ 
ity. The premier warned the Repub¬ 
licans to stand together and not to bs 
alarmed by the strife and disorder the 
church was attempting to stir up in 
the face of the coming elections. He 
declared that similar tactics had been 
tried before and the resuK would be 
the cunu now. 

“The country,** said Brtand. “will 
never permit the destruction of the pub¬ 
lic school system, which is the proudest 
work of Cho Republic.*' 

The Premier oharacterUed the 
Catholic appeal* as “violent, passionate 
and unjust," intimating that the Gov¬ 
ernment possessed documents and that 
It could. If it so desired, maku em¬ 
barrassing revelations regarding condi¬ 
tion* in the confessional schools. Turn¬ 
ing to the Catholics, he declared that 
the persecution of which they complain¬ 
ed was purely Imaginary. He defied 
them to Indicate, In a single particular 
wherein Uielr liberty had been abridg¬ 
ed. 

'You enjoy the fullest liberty of be¬ 
lief and worship,” he said. **nnd the 
clergy never had freer exercise of their 
prerogatives. You know very* well that 
the separation act hat given to the 
clergy liberty such as they never en- 
Jcjed befbr*." 

The Temps advises tha Government to 
Ignore the provocation and to continue 
the liberal and moderate policy which 
It has pursued since the separation be¬ 
tween church and State and which, says 
the Temps, has already produced the 
best results.

BY GERMAN VESSEL.

CUTTER STARTS T0ASCERT/UN 


Tampa. Fla., Nov. 20.—That a sub¬ 
merged wieck in latitude 23.40; longi¬ 
tude 81, west. Is that of Col. John J. 
Astur’s yacht Nourmahal Is generally 
believed by maritime men here, as no 
other boat In the path of the recent 
storm In JatnaiCAn waters has been re¬ 
ported missing or unaccounted for The 
wreck was sighted by the German 
steamer Wotan. which arrived here yes¬ 
terday. 

Capt. Hans Hchlaikler, of the Wotan. 
who reported the wreck, said that hi* 
ship did not upproach close enough to 
make an Investigation, the wrecked 
vessel evidently being In shallow water. 
With glasses he saw what appeared to 
be three spars above the water, one of 
them about fifteen feet above. H* Is 
not certain 7 that the middle one wa* a 
mast. 

According to the location given by 
Capt. Schlaikler, the Nourmahal wus 
considerably out of her course, having 
been rvponed as bound from Port An- 
Uonlo, Jamaica, for San Juan. Porto 
Rico, if tills really Is Col. Aator’s yacht. 
But In the fierce blow recently this is 
readily accounted for. 

To-right the wireless station Is seek¬ 
ing tho rrvenue cutter Algonquin with 
instrueUona to proceed at once to the 
point (kvalgnated In the report of Capt. 
Bdhlsikter. All other ships In the zone 
of the local station have been notified 
to look out for any aubmrrg.*d or crip¬ 
pled vessel and report Immediately by 
wdrelesa. 

According to advices received here 
no other vessels In the storm xone have 
been reported missing without t* Ing 
accounted for. and this lends additional 
cause for belief that the Ill-fated ws- 
aH flighted by the Wotan Is CoL As¬ 
toria yacht. 

At 9.30 o'clock to-night the local 
wireless station spoke to the revenue 
cutter Ymnacruw at Charleston, giving 
her the latitude and longitude of the 
submerged vessel. The captain of the 
Yamacraw advises that he will leave 
Charleston At once for rhe spot In- 
dlcated. So far, the Algonquin lias 
nut been located by wireleg*. 

ALARM INCREASED. 

Astor’s Friends Have Wireless "S. O. 

8.” Signal Sent Out. 

New York, Nov. 20.—Those most con¬ 
cerned over the safety of John Jacob 
A>tor and party on board the 
yacht Nourmahal. had their anxie¬ 
ty Increased to-night by the news 
from Tampa, Fla., that a submerged 
Wreck, which might be the yacht, 
had been sighted about sixty miles 
north of Mutunxus. off the north coast 
of Cuba. While off from the direct 
route the Nourmahal should have 
taken from Kingston to Porto Rico, it 1* 
easily undo!stood that a yacht might 
easily have taken a longer route or 
might have been driven off her course 
by the storm. 

Col. Astor's private secretary, William 
A. Dobbyn, to-night was still without 
any advices and Insisted that he was 
confident that Col. Astor was safe in 
some Isolated port. Messages from him, 
he thought, were undoubtedly on file at 
some telegraph office In Porto Rico or 
the Barbadoe*. awaiting transmission. 

At the request of Douglas Robinson, 
a trustee of the Astor estate, and bmtn- 
er-ln-lnw of Theodore Roosevelt, the 
United Wireless Company sent out an 
“6. O, 8." message to-day which Inter¬ 
preted carries much of the significance 
of the "C. Q. D.‘* It means “Send out 
succor” and It was circulated to all 
wireless stations along the South At¬ 
lantic and Gulf coasts and to ships In 
Indian trade, urging them to 
make every effort to communicate with 
Mr. Robinson if the Nourmahal 1* sight¬ 
ed 

It became known to-night that Mrs. 
John Jacob Astor. eastward bound on 
the Lusitania, ha* kept almost con¬ 
stantly l ntouch with the situation In-1 
vowing her former husband, und her 
son.
